Sm, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Report  of  the 
Superintendent-General  of  Vaccination  on  the  working  of  his  Depart- 
ment, during  the  year  1869. 

2.  As  this  was  the  first  complete  year  in  which  the  stalf,  as  re-orga- 
nized in  1868,  was  in  operation,  it  would  scarcely  be  fair  to  contrast 
results  with  those  of  previous  periods,  or  to  attempt  to  estimate  the 
efficiency  of  the  new  system, 

3.  Subordinate  Staff  of  the  Department. — The  establishment  was, 
owing  to  deaths,  desertions,  dismissals,  &c.,  below  the  sanctioned 
strength  throughout  the  year,  and  the  deficiencies  chiefly  existed  in  the 
grade  of  Vaccinators.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
getting  competent  men  to  fill  up  vacancies  in  the  lower  ranks  of  the 
department,  and,  with  the  view  of  securing  a  superior  class  of  candi- 
dates', the  prospect  of  elevation  to  the  grade  of  Superintendent  was  set 
before  those  who  may  pass  the  necessary  examination,  and  prove 
deserving  of  promotion.  The  efficient  control  of  the  Superintendents 
proved  a  very  formidable  task,  owing  to  the  great  distances  at  which 
they  are  scattered  over  the  Presidency,  and  their  inexperience  in,  or 
inaptitude  for  the  management  of  a  staft'  of  subordinates.  The  intro- 
duction of  the  rule,  requiring  candidates  to  agree  to  serve  for  three 
years  in  the  department,  or  to  refund  one-half  of  the  salary  drawn 
during  the  period  they  shall  have  served,  is  expected  to  have  a 
salutary  effect  in  preventing  resignation  and  desertion.     During  the 
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year  Eupees  311-0-2  were  recovered  from  Vaccinators  who  resigned. 
The  Subordinate  Staff"  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  as  follows : —

It  would  thus  appear  that  there  were  then  no  less  than  thirty 
vacancies  in  the  grade  of  Vaccinator,  the  sanctioned  complement  being 
255. 

4.  Numbers  vaccinated,  ^c. — The  number  vaccinated  during  the  year 
was  2,55^(585,  being  9,011  less  than  in  1868.  The  decrease,  however, 
was  not  attributable  to  Dr.  Shortt's  Department,  but  to  a  falling  off"  in 
the  numbers  of  operations  performed  by  Medical  Subordinates, 
Municipal  Vaccinators,  Railway  Medical  Subordinates,  and  the  Medical 
Staff"  of  Civil  Dispensaries.  The  attention  of  Medical  Officers  and 
Subordinates  has  been  specially  directed  to  this  decline,  and  strict 
injunctions  issued,  requiring  them  to  devote  more  attention  to  the 
spread  of  vaccination.  The  returns  show  an  excess  of  35,107  in  the 
number  of  males,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  other  sex  operated  on 
during  the  year.  This  is  doubtless,  in  a  great  measure,  attributable  to 
the  recluse  life  which  the  social  customs  and  prejudices  of  the  people 
of  this  country  impose  on  females. 

As  regards  the  Hindu  and  Mahomedan  sections  of  the  community, 
the  number  of  the  former  vaccinated  by  the  department  was  2,2-5,1.53, 
and  of  the  latter  13,928.  The  number  of  Europeans  and  East  Indians, 
operated  on  by  it  was  only  l,G9k 

b.  Results  of  Operations. — The  proportion  of  successful  operations 
varied  as  usual,  ranging  from  97*992  per  cent-  in  Tanjore,  to  84-234  in 
the  Ganjam  Hill  Tracts. 

6.  Comparative  Statement  of  worTc  in  the  different  Districts. — The 
liu-gest  amount  of  work  during  the  year  was  performed  in  South 
Arcot,  and  the  districts  exhibiting  the  next  largest  returns  of  operations 
wei-e  North  Arcot,  Nellore,  Tanjore,  and  Coimbatore.  Kurnool  has 
again. the  notoriety  of  having  afforded  the  lowest  number  of  subjects. 
A  Statement  of  the  actual  number  vaccinated  in  each  CoUcctorate  will 
be  found  in  paragraph  19  of  Dr.  Shortt's  Report. 

7.  Zemindary  and  Municipal  Faccimtors.— There  were  sixty-nine 
Vaccinators  employed  by  Zemitidais  during  the  year,  and  Government 
will  learn  with  satisfaction  that  the  number  of  operations  performed 
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by  them  shows  an  increase  of  3,808  as  compared  with  the  results  of 
1868.  Various  Municipalities  employed  twenty  Vaccinators  ;  but  I 
regret  to  say,  that  their  returns  show  a  decrease  in  operations  to  the 
extent  of  eighty-five,  as  compared  with  the  total  of  the  previous  year. 

8.  Measufes  used  and  difficulties  encountered  in  promoting  Vac- 
(iination.—The  Superintendents  were  instructed  to  use  every  possible 
means  to  gain  the  good  will  and  moral  support  of  the  District  Civil 
Officials,  and  the  plan  was  continued  of  sending  out  Vaccinators  to 
explain  to  the  villagers  the  advantages  of  vaccination,  in  the  form  of  a 
Story.  Vernacular  treatises  on  the  subject  were  also  freely  circulated. 
To  keep  the  Civil  authorities  acquainted  with  the  amount  of  work 
done,  a  list  was  given  at  the  conclusion  of  each  visit  to  a  village  to  the 
headman,  containing  the  names,  &c.,  of  all  who  had  been  vaccinated 
within  the  bounds  of  his  jurisdiction.  These  lists,  if  carefully  rendered 
and  kept,  will  be  of  great  value,  as  they  will  hereafter  show  the  actual 
number  vaccinated  in  each  village,  afibrd  valuable  information  as  to 
the  protective  influence  of  the  operation,  and  serve  as  checks  on  the 
future  returns  of  Vaccinators.  In  reviewing  the  various  difficulties 
that  obstruct  the  spread  of  vaccination  Dr.  Shortt  earnestly  recom- 
mends, that  it  should  be  rendered  compulsory  by  Legislative  enactment. 
I  am  of  opinion,  however^  that  the  time  has  not  yet  arrived  for  tlie 
introduction  of  such  a  measure  in  this  Presidency.  As  an  alternative, 
should  this  not  meet  with  approval,  he  proposes,  that  a  law  should  be 
introduced  enforcing  the  complete  isolation  of  every  case  of  small-pox 
occurring  in  any  community,  and  anticipates  that  such  a  rule  would 
not  only  greatly  limit  the  spread  of  the  disease,  but  also  cause  the 
people  to  seek  vaccination,  with  a  view  of  escaping  an  attack  of 
small-pox,  and  the  consequent  inconvenient  isolation.  The  introduc- 
tion and  practical  working  of  such  a  measiire  would,  however,  in  my 
opinion,  be  attended  with  so  many  difficulties,  that  I  cannot  undertake 
its  recommendation. 

9.  Supplies  of  Vaccine  Lymph. — The  lymph  in  use  was  of  very  good 
quality,  but  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  keeping  up  supplies. 
The  majority  of  the  people  positively  refused  to  permit  lymph  to  bo 
drawn  from  their  children,  sothat  arm-to-arm  vaccination  was  frequently 
impossible.  With  a  view  of  maintaining  fresh  supplies.  Dr.  Shortt 
passed  lymph  through  the  cow,  but  found  this  expensive  and  trouble- 
some. It  is  worthy  of  note  that  he  successfully  vaccinated  the  horse, 
and  with  the  lymph  thus  procured  again  produced  the  genuine  vaccine 
vesicle  in  the  hum  .in  subject. 

10.  Office  Edahlishmeni  of  Suporlntev dent-General. — Dr.  Shortt  again 
alludes  to  the  insufficiency  of  his  office  establisliment,  which  was 
brought  to  notice  in  paragraph  9  of  my  letter,  No.  234,  dated  Kith 
June  18G9. 
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11.  Peons  of  Vaccine  Estahlishment. — The  withdrawal  of  the  peons 
formerly  attached  to  the  department  seems  to  cause  considerable 
inconvenience,  and  I  would  again  take  the  liberty  of  respectfully 
bringing  the  subject  to  the  notice  of  Government. 

12.  Cost  of  the  Vaccine  Estahlishment. — The  estimated  cost  for  the 
year  was  Rupees  84,988,  but  the  net  actual  cost  is  said  to  have  been 
Rupees  71,276-7-4. 

13.  Dr.  Shortt  has  shown  his  usual  energy  and  ability  in  carrying 
on  his  duties,  and  expects  when  the  department  is  completed,  and  the 
staff  more  accustomed  to  their  work,  that  the  number  of  operations  will 
be  greatly  increased.

FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  VACCINATION 


IN  THE 

MADRAS  PRESIDENCY, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1869. 


1.  I  have  the  honour,  in  submitting  this  Report,  to  state  that  the  full 
Banctioned  Establishment  comprised — 

1  Superintendent-General, 
23  Superintendents, 
100  First-class  Vaccinators, 
155'  Second-class  Vaccinators, 

3  Peons,  and 

1  Sweeper. 

2.  The  establishment  has  not  been  complete,  as  on  the  1st  January 
it  was  I7yf  per  cent.,  and  on  the  31st  December  1869  it  was  per 
cent,  below  strength,  giving  an  average  of  2*9  per  cent,  below  strength 
throughout  the  year  under  notice. 

3.  The  incompleteness  of  the  strength  chiefly  existed  amongst  the 
Vaccinators,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  candidates  to  fill  up 
the  vacancies  arising  from  desertion,  dismissal,  resignation,  and  death. 
None  were  admitted  who  did  not  possess  a  knowledge  of  English,  so 
as  to  be  able  to  write  their  own  Register  and  Returns.  About  70  per 
cent,  are  able  to  do  so  now. 

4.  The  distributio'n  of  the  establishment  has  been  fully  stated  in  last 
year's  Report,  but  the  proporbion  of  Vaccinators,  in  round  numbers,  to 
the  estimated  population  was  1  to  40,909  in  Madras,  or  1  Vaccinator 
to  every  2*45  square  miles;  and  in  the  Districts,  1  to  91,568  indivi- 
duals, or  1  Vaccinator  to  every  186  villages ;  and  the  proportion  to 
area  was  1  Vaccinator  to  every  505  square  miles. 

5.  Of  the  twenty-three  Superintendents,  eight  are  from  the  class  of 
Hospital  Assistants,  eight  from  the  establishment  of  Vaccinators,  and 
the  other  seven  men  were  entertained  for  the  purpose.  Of  the  eight 
from  among  the  Vaccinators,  four  have  been  confirmed  in  their  appoint- 
ments, and  the  remaining  four  are  only  officiating  as  such. 
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6.  The  following  comprises  the  list  of  Superintendents  in  the 
Department  on  the  31st  December  18G9  : —

7.  The  casualties  among  the  Superintendents  comprised  two  dismis- 
sals, one  death,  one  resignation,  and  one  removal.  The  one  that 
resigned  was  an  Hospital  Assistant,  whose  conduct  not  proving 
satisfactory,  he  was  allowed  to  rejoin  the  Medical  Service.  The  one 
removed  was  also  an  Hospital  Assistant,  whose  services  were  re-trans- 
ferred to  the  Medical  Department.  Of  the  remaining  two,  one  was  a 
Vaccinator,  who  after  thirty  years'  satisfactory  service  was  appointed  a 
Superintendent ;  but,  on  being  convicted  of  falsifying  Returns  and 
sentenced  to  fine  and  imprisonment  by  one  of  the  Magistrates  of 
Madras,  had  to  be  dismissed  from  the  service ;  and  the  other,  for 
holding  pecuniary  transactions  with  his  subordinates  and  other  mal- 
practices, was  turned  out  of  the  department.  Five  Superintendents 
had  to  be  fined  for  neglect  of  duty,  &c.,  in  sums  varying  from  5  to 
20  rupees  each. 

8.  The  casualties  among  the  Vaccinators  compi'ised  twenty-eight 
desertions,  thirteen  resignations,  seventeen  dismissals  (three  of  these 
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resulting  from  criminal  prosecution  for  falsifying  accounts),  and  four 
deaths. 

9.  In  1868  there  was  only  one  casualty  among  the  Superintendents, 
and  sixty  among  the  Vaccinators;  in  1869  there  have  been  five 
Superintendents  and  sixty-two  Vaccinators,  being  four  Superintendents 
and  two  Vaccinators  in  excess. 

10.  The  Government  having  sanctioned  the  obtaining  of  a  contract 
to  serve  for  three  years  in  the  department,  the  necessary  form  was 
drawn  up  in  consultation  with  the  Government  Solicitor,  and  brought 
into  operation  chiefly  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  under  notice, 
and  no  candidate  can  now  enter  without  binding  himself  to  serve  for 
three  years  in  the  department,  or  refund  one-half  of  the  salary 
received  by  him  in  it.  This  rule  has  worked  well :  five  Vaccinators 
refunded  under  its  operations,  on  resigning  the  service,  Rs.  203-0-9, 
seven  Vaccinators  who  shoiild  have  refunded  deserted  without  doing 
so.  It  will  be  necessary  that  these  individuals  should  be  prosecuted  for 
desertion  as  opportunities  ofier,  so  that  this  rule  may  have  its  full  effect 
on  others,  and  prevent  desertion  in  future. 

1 1.  Every  hope  is  held  out  to  Vaccinators  who  may  pass  any  of 
the  Government  examinations  and  work  satisfactorily,  of  being  made 
Superintendents  as  vacancies  occur,  and  it  is  becoming  apparent  that 
before  long  a  superior  class  of  men  will  enter  the  department. 

12.  The  present  stafi"  of  Superintendents  and  Vaccinators  consists  of —

13.  The  duties  of  Superintendents  and  Vaccinators  continue  as 
arduous  as  ever,  and  must  be  so  from  their  very  nature  to  meet 
with  success,  resulting  in  constant  itineration  over  the  district  owing 
to  paucity  of  numbers. 

14.  Even  if,  as  suggested  by  some,  a  Vaccinator  be  located  in  each 
of  the  talooks  in  the  district  singly,  instead  of  working  as  at  present 
in  a  body  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Superintendent,  it  will 
become  necessary  that  the  Vaccinator  should  traverse  5,558'  square 
miles  in  a  year,  the  average  area  of  a  talook  taken  as  a  whole,  or  463 
square  miles  a  month,  which  is  morally  impossible  any  man  could 
do,  when  it  is  considered  that  the  object  of  requiring  a  Vaccinator  to 
reside  in  a  talook  is  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
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people.  Leaving  this  point  out  of  consideration,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  a  Vaccinator  to  remain  at  least  a  fortnight  at  each  of  the  places  he 
may  go  to,  so  as  to  establish  vaccine  lymph ;  and  how  is  it  possible  for  him 
to  go  over  this  ground,  or  have  the  time  for  making  the  acquaintance  of 
the  people?  The  smallest  talook  gives  an  area  of  1,941  square  miles, 
involving  a  monthly  journey  of  161  square  miles,  or  weekly,  that  of 
forty  square  miles,  and  daily,  over  five,  so  as  to  traverse  the  talook,  and 
under  these  circumstances,  where  is  the  time  for  establishing  vaccine 
lymph,  &c.  ? 

15.  Should  the  plan  of  locating  a  Vaccinator  in  each  of  the  talooks 
be  adopted,  he  will  have  to  place  himself  in  some  central  station,  and 
will  only  work  for  a  few  miles  around  it;  and  as  the  Superintendent 
will  be  at  some  distance,  having  a  party  of  Vaccinators  scattered 
around  him  at  distances  extending  over  a  hundred  miles  from  each 
other,  he  can  at  best  pay  each  Vaccinator  but  two  or  three  visits  in  a 
year. 

16.  On  the  other  hand,  under  the  present  system  the  stafi"  works 
under  his  personal  supervision,  and  if,  as  a  body  of  strange  men  in  a 
village,  they  frighten  the  women  and  children  as  is  made  out,  the  system 
possesses  greater  advantages  in  other  respects  :  for  the  people,  from 
seeing  a  body  of  well-dressed,  respectable  looking  men  come  together, 
will  in  most  instances  readily  give  way;  and  when  one  or  two  cases  are 
operated  on,  it  acts  as  a  charm,  and  others  come  in  with  their  children 
to  have  them  operated  on;  whereas,  if  the  Vaccinators  were  alone,  each 
would  have  to  talk  his  breath  out  ere  he  got  a  single  subject ;  vacci- 
nation might  be  admitted  and  appreciated,  but  the  day  was  bad,  or 
the  child  was  not  well,  or  some  member  of  the  family  was  absent, 
and  therefore  the  child  could  not  be  operated  on  ;  or  again  some 
ceremonies  are  to  be  performed,  and  till  then  the  operation  must  be 
put  off,  &c. 

17.  Even  should  they  fail,  their  appearance  as  a  body  will  make  an 
impression  on  the  people,  so  that  the  subject  is  fully  discussed  after 
their  departure,  and  should  the  Vaccinators  succeed  in  operating  on 
one  or  two,  the  result  is  commented  on,  so  that  on  the  next  occasion 
the  Vaccinators  visit  the  place,  they  are  received  with  more  grace,  and 
in  some  instances  succeed  better  ;  but  in  others,  native-like,  they  cling 
to  their  stupid  prejudices,  crediting  it  for  the  occasion  and  admitting  all 
that  has  been  done,  but  will  not  come  again  ;  such  are  the  majority  of 
the  people  we  have  to  deal  with.  Another  advantage  gained  by  our 
present  system  of  vaccination  is,  that  the  operations  are  carried  on  at 
the  doors  of  these  rude  inhabitants ;  for  the  most  remote  villages  are 
visited,  if  not  annually  at  least  biennially  ;  and  thus  many  aro  penetrated, 
whore  vaccin.ition  had  never  been  before,  by  this  systematic  itiner- 
ation. 
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18.  The  work  performed  in  tlie  several  districts  is  separately  given 
in  the  following  tabular  form  : —

1.9.  This  is  the  first  year  that  the  present  form  of  district  work 
has  been  carried  out^  and  it  is  not  fair  to  compare  this  result  with  that 
of  the  former  year  (1868) ;  but  now  we  shall  have  data  to  go  by  to 
show  the  results  of  each  district  for  the  future  in  a  complete  form,  and 
shall  be  in  a  position  to  prove  more  satisfactorily  than  hitherto  the 
progress  which  vaccination  makes  in  each  of  the  several  districts. 

20.  On  comparison,  the  numbers  vaccinated  in  the  past  four  years 
stand  as  follows : — 

1865    1,91,394 

1866    1,94,509- 

1867    2,70,7.49. 

1868   2,64,696. 

1869      2,55,685 

Thus  showing  a  decrease  of  9,011  operations  on  the  total  during  the- 
year  under  review ;  but  on  analysing  the  numbers,  the  decrease  is  not' 
in  the  Department  Proper,  but  in  that  of  the  work  outside  it.  Of  the 
total  given  above,  1,98,051  were  of  the  Department  Proper,  12,090  by 
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tlie  Municipalities,  28,066  by  Zemindaries,  2,558  by  Civil  Dispensaries 
and  10  by  Railways.  ' 

21.  Thus  whilst  the  Department  Proper  shows  an  increase  of  3,514 
over  that  of  the  previous  year,  there  is  a  decrease  of  14,440  in  the  work 
of  the  Medical  Subordinates,  85  in  the  Municipalities,  1,660  in  the  Civil 
Dispensaries,  148  in  the  Railway,  while  there  is  an  increase  of  3,808  in 
the  Zemindaries,  thus  showing  a  total  decrease  of  12,525  operations 
from  the  collateral  sources. 

22.  The  sex  and  caste  of  the  total  operated  on  comprise  the  follow- 


ing :-

23.  The  Returns  of  Medical  Subordinates  give  the  following  propor-

Thus  showing  a  large  preponderance  of  males  over  females  who  have 
been  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review. 

24.  Whilst  the  exclusive  total  of  the  Vaccine  Department  for  the 
year  under  review  comprises —

25.  Thus  on  the  whole,  showing  a  total  decrease  of  9,011  operations 
below  that  of  the  previous  year,  which  has  been  accounted  for  in  para- 
graph 21  by  the  large  decrease  caused  in  the  work  of  the  Medical  Subor- 
dinates, Municipalities,  Civil  Dispensaries,  and  Railway  Department, 
reduced  to  9,011  by  the  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Vaccine  Depart- 
ment. 

26.  During  the  year  the  largest  amount  of  work  was  performed 
in  the  District  of  South  Arcot ;  North  Arcot  is  next,  and  is  followed  by 
Nellore ;  while  Kumool  as  usual  shows  the  smallest  amount  of  work. 

27.  The  staff  of  the  department  use  every  rational  means  in  their 
power  in  advocating  the  cause  of  vaccination.  The  plan  introduced 
last  year,  of  sending  out  Vaccinators  into  the  villages  to  explain  in  the 
form  of  a  story  the  benefits  of  vaccination,  has  been  carefully  kept  up, 
with  decided  advantage  throughout  the  Presidency,  at  localities  at 
which  the  Vaccinators  are  working. 

28.  As  a  rule  the  Superintendents  are  expected  to  visit  every  ofB- 
cial  of  the  district  as  a  matter  of  policy,  and  their  moral  support  and

countenance  sought  in  spreading  the  benefits  of  vaccination  more 
extensively. 

29.  During  the  year  under  notice  the  Vaccinators  have  been 
instructed  during  their  itineration  to  leave  in  charge  of  the  headman  of 
the  village  a  list  of  the  names  and  particulars  of  every  individual  operated 
on  in  the  vUlage,  and  if  these  officials  will  only  evince  the  interest  they 
ought  to  in  the  work,  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  point  out  every 
vaccinated  person  in  the  place ;  and  this  plan  will  also  act  as  a  check  on 
the  Vaccinators,  as  to  the  correctness  of  their  numbers,  and  keep  the 
officials  apprised  of  the  work  done  in  each  district.  Vernacular  treatises 
are  also  circulated,  and  during  the  year  under  review  600  copies,  of 
which  300  were  an  edition  of  my  own  treatise,  and  300  of  a  pamphlet" 
on  vaccination  by  Dr.  Pulneandy  in  Tamil,  have  been  published  by 
subscription  raised  in  the  Tinnevelly  District,  to  which  the  Municipali- 
ties of  Palamcottah  and  Tinnevelly  contributed  liberally,  and  were  distri- 
buted not  only  there,  but  in  other  Tamil-speaking  districts  in  the 
Presidency.  Superintendents  have  been  directed  to  raise  subscriptions 
for  this  purpose,  to  publish  treatises  in  other  languages  for  distribution. 
The  assistance  of  the  Press  is  fully  taken  advantage  of,  both  in  thei 
Presidency  and  in  the  mofussil,  in  advocating  the  advantages  of  vacci- 
nation. 

30.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  quite  a  mistake  to  substitute  an  inferior 
class  of  men  as  Superintendents  on  small  salaries,  in  the  place  of  the 
superior  men  who  served  in  the  department  so  well  and  faithfully. 
During  the  years  1865-66  and  1867  a  Superintendent  of  Vaccination  on 
70  Rupees  a  month  holds  entire  charge  of  vaccination  in  a  district,  and 
is,  to  a  very  great  extent,  independent  of  direct  control ;  but  he  seems 
very  little  in  the  eyes  of  officials,  owing  to  the  smallness  of  his  salary 
and  the  absence  of  an  establishment ;  so  that,  he  does  not  command 
that  respect  which  is  due  to  his  position  as  head  of  the  Vaccine  Depart- 
ment in  the  district.  His  salary  is  barely  sufficient  to  maintain  him  in 
a  respectable  position,  and  he  is  encumbered  with  supplies  of  stationery, 
records,  prepared  medicines,  &c.,  for  the  use  of  his  staff,  for  all  of  which 
he  is  obliged  to  make  the  best  arrangement  he  can  for  carriage  out  of 
his  small  salary.  He  is  denied  the  services  of  a  peon ;  this  is  looked 
upon  as  the  chief  badge  of  authority  by  the  people  ;  and  when  they  see 
a  Superintendent  without  a  peon,  carrying  his  own  letters  to  and  from 
the  Post  Office,  thus  doing  the  work  of  a  menial,  they  laugh  at  his  pre- 
tensions and  deride  the  department. 

31.  The  Superintendents,  finding  their  positions  so  independent 
of  direct  control,  soon  forget  themselves,  and  make  free  with  their 
subordinates  ;  thus  losing  all  self-respect,  which  the  Vaccinators  take 
advantage  of,  and  misbehave  themselves,  either  by  their  absence, 
inaolenee,  or  disobedience  of  orders,  while  the  Superintendent,  for- 
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getting  his  own  want  of  prudence  and  self-respect,  now  grows  over- 
bearing, and  treats  his  subordinates  with  the  greatest  harshness,  and 
writes  off  letters  or  forwards  telegrams  to  say  that  his  staff  has  "mu- 
tinied," recommending  the  summary  dismissal  of  some  of  the  members, 
whilst  the  Vaccinators  themselves  combine  as  a  body  and  submit 
charges  against  the  Superintendent,  and  strike  work.  As  the  charges 
in  one  district  are  being  investigated,  another  strike  is  heard  on 
accouiut  of  the  disputes  between  the  Superintendent  and  his  staff. 
Thus  .mutual  recrimination  follows,  and  while  some  Superintendents 
are  extremely  harsh  and  overbearing,  others  are  quite  the  contrary, 
are  pusillanimous  and  timid  in  their  dealings,  and  allow  the  Vaccina- 
tors to  do  as  they  like,  lest  the  Vaccinators  should  combine  and  prefer 
charges  against  the  Superintendent,  and  thus  the  staff  guide  the  latter 
instead  of  Superintendents  guiding  their  staff. 

33.  These  Superintendents  make  no  allowance  for  their  own  fail- 
ings, while  they  are  ever  ready  to  find  fault  with  their  subordinates. 
Considering  how  these  men  are  scattered  over  the  Presidency,  free  of 
direct  control,  we  need  not  be  surprised  to  find  them  such  ;  for  this  is 
not  the  case  with  any  one  caste  in  particular,  but  is  common  to  all. 
Much  of  my  time  was  taken  up  in  investigating  charges  against 
Superintendents  and  Vaccinators.  False  accounts  of  work  had  to  be 
suppressed  with  a  strong  hand,  and  those  detected  in  the  practice  were 
prosecuted  with  the  utmost  rigour  of  the  law,  to  act  as  a  deterrent  on 
others.  This  system  of  falsifying  returns  existed  chiefly  among  the 
old  Vaccinators,  who  were  well  versed  in  the  practice,  and  in  one 
instance  a  promotion  to  a  grade  of  Superintendent  did  not  suppress 
the  malpractice  to  which  he  had  been  accustomed  as  a  Vaccinator. 

34.  The  department  has  been  pretty  well  purified  of  such  worthless 
characters,  and  the  example  made  of  some  of  them,  even  at  the  expense 
of  giving  the  depai-tment  a  bad  name,  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  on  the 
whole,  and  both  Superintendents  and  Vaccinators  are  now  fully  alive 
to  the  results  wh&n  detected  in  any  malpractices  as  regards  their 
work. 

35.  In  the  other  Presidencies  the  Superintendents  are  Commis- 
sioned Officers  in  charge  of  Circles,  and  having  under  them  a  staff  of 
Native  Superintendents  and  Vaccinators,  being  thus  able  to  supervise 
more  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Vaccinators ;  whereas,  in  this  Presi- 
dency, the  Superintendents  are  an  inferior  class  of  subordinates 
scattered  over  the  whole  Presidency,  and  they  themselves  require  as. 
much  supervision  as  the  Vaccinators.  Owing  to  the  great  distances  of 
the  general  districts,  and  in  many  instances  as  the  facilities  for 
travelling  are  not  of  the  most  rapid  kind,  with  an  inadequate  office 
establishment,  and  a  large  amount  of  work  to  be  got  through,  I  have 
been  unable  to  visit  the  whole  of  my  Assistants  during  the  year. 
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86.  It  would  be  necessary  that  the  Superintendents  should  be  more 
frequently  visited  at  uncertain  pei'iods,  and  even  if  relieved  of  office 
work,  it  will  be  as  much  as  can  be  expected  of  any  man  to  visit  and 
inspect  the  Superintendents  and  their  'staff  once  a  year.  When  the 
whole  extent  of  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  Presidency  is  taken 
into  consideration,  it  is  really  necessary,  for  the  better  success  of  vacci- 
nation, that  a  superior  class  of  better-paid  Superintendents  should  be 
appointed,  or  that  the  Presidency  be  divided  into  three  or  four  divi- 
sions, each  of  which  should  be  presided  over  by  an  Inspecting  Officer, 
who  should  be  required  to  inspect  the  Supei'intendents  and  Vaccinators 
of  their  divisions  several  times  during  the  year,leaving  the  Superintend- 
ent-General to  visit  such  districts  and  divisions  in  which  vaccination 
is  most  backward,  and  attend  to  office  work.  Some  such  plan  is 
urgently  called  for. 

37.  Those  who  complain  of  the  results  of  vaccination  not  proving 
satisfactory,  forget  or  overlook  the  two  most  important  items  con- 
nected with  the  work  of  vaccination,  viz.,  time  and  the  distance.  Much 
time  is  lost  in  coaxing  and  getting  the  people  to  consent  to  have  their 
children  operated  on,  and  to  combat  their  prejudices,  and  give  satis- 
factory answers  to  some  of  their  very  shrewd  questions  on  the  subject ; 
also,  from  the  manner  in  which  the  villages  are  scattered,  it  takes  up 
much  time  to  traverse  the  distance,  and  in  begging  about  for  subjects 
from  house  to  house  and  village  to  village.  The  greatest  difficulty 
the  department  experiences  is  in  the  inability  to  secure  proper  sup- 
plies of  fresh  vaccine  lymph  to  conduct  arm-to-arm  operations.  The 
people  in  the  majority  of  instances  positively  refuse  lymph  to  be 
extracted  from  their  children,  and  the  poor  of  the  district,  who  hitherto, 
for  a  small  consideration  in  the  shape  of  batta,  followed  the  Vaccinators 
in  some  districts,  and  allowed  them  to  conduct  arm-to-arm  operations 
from  subject  lymph  supplied  by  their  children,  now  refuse  to  do  so  in 
consequence  of  the  batta  system  having  been  put  a  stop  to ;  but  the 
time  has  arrived,  I  think,  for  the  introduction  of  Legislative  measures, 
not  only  to  maintain  the  very  life  of  vaccination  in  the  supply  of  fresh 
vaccine  lymph,  but  to  overcome  the  apathy  and  determined  obstruction 
of  ignorance  to  the  spread  of  vaccination  throughout  this  Presidency. 

38.  I  have  attempted  animal  vaccination  more  than  once,  with  the 
hope  that  in  this  way  a  larger  supply  of  fresh  vaccine  lymph  might  be 
maintained  ;  but  find  that  this  also  is  attended  with  expense,  and  as 
much,  if  not  more,  trouble  than  the  batta  system  gives,  from  the 
want  of  that  support  and  assistance  which  the  heads  and  people  of  the 
different  villages  should  render,  and  which  is  so  very  essential  for  its 
success. 

39.  I  beg  strongly  to  suggest  that  should  any  impediment  exist  to 
the  introduction  of  compulsory  vaccination,  that  advantage  bo  taken  of 
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the  Contagious  Diseases'  Act,  and  orders  be  issued  at  once,  and  the 
same  enforced  as  suggested  by  the  Superintendent  of  Vaccination, 
Cuddapah  District,for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  small-pox  when  they  occur 
in  any  part  of  the  Presidency,  so  as  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  ; 
and  when  people  see  the  inconvenience  resulting  from  such  a  measure, 
they  will  at  once  have  recourse  to  vaccination,  with  the  view  of  avoid- 
ing the  disease.  I  believe  that  this  might  at  once  be  carried  out, 
should  Government  be  pleased  to  approve  of  the  same,  thus  effecting 
much  good,  and  arresting  the  spread  of  small-pox  in  this  Presidency. 

40.  The  inoculation  of  small-pox  will  also  require  suppression  ;  but  1 
believe  that  the  isolation  of  cases  that  occur  of  natural  small-pox  or 
artificial  small-pox,  the  result  of  small-pox  inoculation,  as  suggested 
3,bove,  be  insisted  on,  will  give  the  death-blow  to  its  operation  ;  and,  in 
my  humble  opinion,  this  measure  is  imperatively  called  for,  and  I  respect- 
fully request  that  the  Inspector-General,  Indian  Medical  Department, 
may  be  pleased  to  urge  the  subject  on  the  attention  of  Government. 

41 .  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Extracts  given  from  the  Reports  of  my 
Assistants,  that  they  almost  unanimously  asked  for  the  services  of  a 
peon ;  these  are  urgently  called  for,  and  the  sanction  of  a  peon  on  the 
usual  salary  is,  in  the  long  run,  a  saving  to  Government  than  other- 
wise. I  have  fully  urged  this  subject  in  my  last  year's  Report,  to  which 
I  beg  to  refer. 

42.  I  shall  now  review  the  Reports  of  my  Assistants,  the  Superin- 
tendents of  Vaccination  in  the  several  Districts,  during  the  year  under 
notice.   The  Districts  have  been  alphabetically  arranged  : — • 


1.— BELLARY  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  a  total  of  10,170  operations,  com- 
prising 5,506  males,  and  4,664  females,  inclusive  of  3,542  subjects 
of  both  sexes  under  one  year  of  age,  with  a  per-centage  of  84" 296  of 
success  ;  but  on  comparison  with  the  work  of  the  previous  year  (1868), 
a  decrease  of  2,154  operations  is  found  to  exist,  with  a  pei'-centage  of 
12  "414  below  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  each  operation 
was  Rupees  0-4-10.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  operations  the 
Superintendent  accounts  for  by  the  presence  of  much  sickness,  chiefly 
fevers,  from  which  nearly  all  of  his  staff  have  suffered ;  and  the 
decrease  in  the  per-centage  of  success  was  occasioned  by  the  large  use 
of  glass  lymph  during  the  year,  from  the  very  gi-eat  difficulty 
experienced  in  obtaining  vaccine  lymph  from  the  subject  direct  to 
conduct  arm-to-arra  operations.  I  have  had  no  trouble  whatever  with 
the  staff  of  this  district,  as  the  Superintendent  seems  to  have  managed 
them  with  great  tact  and  in  a  very  creditable  manner  during  the  year 
under  review.

2.— COIMBATORE  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  13,515  operations,  comprising  6,893 
males  and  6,622  females,  inclusive  of  3,147  subjects  of  both  sexes 
under  one  year  of  age,  yielding  a  success  of  87*865  per  cent.  ;  but 
on  comparison  with  the  work  of  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  4,695 
operations,  with  a  per-centage  of  2-782  below  that  of  the  previous 
year,  becomes  apparent.  This  great  decrease  was  occasioned  chiefly 
from  the  incompleteness  of  the  number  on  the  staff  of  Vaccinators,  and 
the  time  it  takes  to  train  recruits  ere  they  settle  down  to  work  :  the 
per-centage  of  success  arises  from  the  use  of  glass  lymph.  The  cost 
of  each  operation  was  Rupees  0-3-3. 

I  visited  the  Superintendent  and  staff  in  the  village  of  Bhowany  on 
the  24th  February,  and  spent  several  days  in  visiting  some  of  the 
adjacent  villages,  to  inspect  the  work  and  equipments  of  the  staff,  &c.; 
from  thence  I  proceeded  to  the  Burgoor  Hills,  accompanied  by  a  Vac- 
cinator, with  the  view  of  establishing  vaccination ;  having  done  which 
I  left  the  Vaccinator  at  work,  and  returned  to  the  Superintendent  and 
staff,  and  eventually  left  the  district  on  the  9th  March  1869  for 
Malabar. 

In  consequence  of  a  telegram  from  the  Superintendent,  that  the 
whole  staff  of  Vaccinators  had  combined  and  struck  work,  refusing  to 
attend  to  the  orders'  of  the  Superintendent,  I  left  Madras  on  the 
6th  and  joined  the  Superintendent,  at  the  Watakallee  Station,  on  the 
7th  December  ;  and  after  investigating  the  case,  three  Vaccinators 
were  reduced  from  the  1st  to  the  2nd-class,  one  was  reprimanded, 
and  the  others,  with  one  exception,  were  fined  in  sums  varying  from 
1  to  5  rupees  each.  The  work  had  been  at  a  stand-still  for  a  time ; 
the  degraded  Vaccinators  resigned  their  appointments ;  and  two  other 
2nd-class  Vaccinators  had  to  be  removed  to  another  district,  and  it 
took  some  time  before  suitable  candidates  could  be  selected  to  fill  the 
places.  These  causes  sufficiently  account  for  the  large  decrease  shown 
in  the  Return  of  the  district. 


3.— CUDDAPAH  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  3,596  as  the  total  number  of  opera- 
tions performed  during  the  year,  comprising  1,994  males  and  1,602 
females,  inclusive  of  220  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year 
of  age,  giving  a  per-centage  of  91'129  of  success,  thus  showing 
a  decrease  of  1,973  operations  below  that  of  1868,  with  an  increase 
in  the  per-centage  of  success  by  8'65,  The  cost  of  each  oper- 
ation was  Rupees  0-9-4.  The  decrease  is  satisfactorily  accounted  for 
from  the  fact  of  a  larger  number  of  men  (fourteen)  having  worked  for 
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the  first  six  months  of  1868  under  the  old  rule,  and  the  average  for  the 
year  1869  has  been  under  eight  Vaccinators.  The  Superintendent 
has  managed  his  staff  well,  and  they  have  given  no  trouble  whatever. 
Some  changes  were  necessary  among  the  Vaccinators.  There  has  been 
much  sickness  among  the  staff,  which  has  also  interfered  with  the  work 
of  vaccination.  In  this  district  great  opiDOsition  is  offered  to  vaccina- 
tion by  the  people  generally.  The  Superintendent  gives  an  interesting 
account  of  the  equivocation  of  both  officials  and  the  people.  The  prac- 
tice of  inoculation  exists,  and  this  is  the  cause  of  small-pox  prevailing 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  j'ear,  whilst  the  people  themselves  give 
evidence  to  having  suffered  from  this  scourge.  I  would  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  conduct  of  the  Munsiff  of  Yerragoontla  as  given  in  the 
Superintendent's  Report,  who  seems  to  have  set  not  only  to  the  other 
officials,  but  to  the  people  themselves  an  excellent  example,  and  if  we 
could  find  a  few  more  such,  there  would  be  no  fear  as  to  the  rapid 
spread  of  vaccination,  and  suggests  the  removal  and  isolation  of  the 
people  suffering  from  small-pox,  which  he  believes  will  have  a  good 
effect  in  causing  the  people  to  resort  more  largely  to  vaccination,  and  I 
quite  agree  with  him,  and  think  that  this  suggestion  deserves  the  con- 
sideration of  Government. 


4.— GANJAM  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  3,328  operations  as  the  total  for  the 
year,  comprising  1,913  males  and  1,415  females,  inclusive  of  214 
children  under  one  year  of  age  of  both  sexes,  with  a  per-centage 
of  success  of  84*314.  On  reference  to  the  previous  year's  Report 
an  increase  of  2,082  operations  is  exhibited  by  the  return,  and  an 
increase  of  5'221  in  the  per-centage  of  success.  The  average  cost 
of  each  operation  is  Rupees  0-12-2.  I  regret  to  have  to  obsei've  that 
vaccination  is  very  backward  in  this  district,  and,  as  the  Superintendent 
points  out,  in  his  report,  that  although  its  advantages  are,  to  a  certain 
extent,  known  and  appreciated,  yet,  great  apathy  is  shown  with  a  pas- 
sive and  determined  resistance  to  the  propagation  of  vaccination.  I 
have  had  no  trouble  with  the  staff  of  this  district,  although  some 
indication  of  a  disagreement  between  the  Superintendent  and  staff 
is  beginning  to  crop  up  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Hill  Tbacts  of  Orissa. 

The  Superintendent  reports  2,632  operations,  comprising  1,720 
males  and  912  females,  inclusive  of  117  children  under  one  year 
of  age  of  both  sexes,  with  a  per-centage  of  8  i.'234  of  success.  The 
average  cost  of  each  operation  was  Rupees  0-13-6.  The  great  bug- 
bear of  this  tract  is  the  fever,  and  the  Natives  di'ead  entering  the 
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interior  of  these  districts.  The  worldng  party  consists  of  six  1st- 
class  Vaccinators,  who,  during  the  field  season,  draw  dimble  batta, 
notwithstanding  which,  they  dread  the  very  idea  of  entering  particular 
parts  of  the  district.  Still,  under  effective  supervision,  the  work  pro-  . 
gresses  more  satisfactorily  than  could  be  expected.  The  practice  of 
small-pox  inoculation  prevails  largely  throughout  the  Hill  Tracts. 


6.— GODAVEEY  DISTEICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  9,603  operations  during  the  year,  con- 
sisting of  5,125  males  and  4,478  females,  inclusive  of  453  children  of 
both  sexes  under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  reported  per-centage  of 
success  is  84'692. 

On  comparison  with  the  previous  year's  work  there  is  a  decrease  of 
4,983  operations,  while  the  per-centage  of  success  is  greater  by  2'C26", 
and  the  cost  of  each  operation  is  Rupees  0-3-8. 

The  decrease  is  accounted  for  from  the  increased  number  of  Vaccina- 
tors (21)  having  worked  during  the  early  part  of  1868,  whilst  during 
1869  the  strength  was  only  eleven.  Still,  even  this  number  was  never 
complete,  owing  to  changes  resulting  from  removals,  desertions,  &c. 
The  Superintendent  is  an  intelligent  young  man,  who  served  previously 
in  the  department  as  a  Vaccinator,  and  he  brings  his  former  personal 
experience  to  bear  efficiently  on  his  present  work  of  svxperintendonce. 
The  main  difficulty  to  be  contended  with  in  this,  as  in  other  districts, 
is  the  inability  to  secure  suppHes  of  fresh  vaccine  lymph,  as  the  people 
are  obstinate,  and  refuse  to  allow  vaccine  lymph  to  be  taken  from 
their  children. 


6.— KISTNA  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  10,323  operations  as  the  result  of  his 
work  for  the  year,  comprising  5,406  males  and  4,917  females,  including 
1,422  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year,  with  a  per-centage  of 
95-398  of  success,  thus  giving  a  small  increase  of  36,  and  a  per-centago 
of  7'321  of  success  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  each  opera- 
tion was  Rupees  0-3-7.  The  Superintendent  and  staff  of  the  district  Lave 
been  working  satisfactorily  and  cordially,  so  that  I  have  had  no  trouble 
with  them.  The  practice  of  small-pox  inoculation  prevails  largely  in 
this  district.  The  Superintendent  reports  having  inspected  a  large 
number  of  those  who  had  been  inoculated,  and  that  one  death  had 
occurred,  and  that  twenty  others  were  in  a  very  precarious  state  i\t 
the  time  of  the  Superintendent's  inspection.    Owing  to  this  in-actico, 
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sraall-pox  is  constantly  showing  itself,  and  the  Vaccinators  have  been 
scattered  in  consequence  of  calls  fi-om  the  District  Officials  for  their 
services,  during  the  prevalence  of  such  epidemics.  There  has  been  a 
good  deal  of  sickness  among  the  staff  from  fever  and  dysentery  during 
the  year  under  report. 


7.— KURNOOL  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  2,271  operations,  comprising  1,344  males 
and  927  females,  inclusive  of  343  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year 
of  age,  with  a  per-centage  of  success  of  85777,  at  a  cost  of  Ru- 
pees 0-14-7-3-  each  ;  and  on  a  reference  to  the  previous  year  there  ia 
an  increase  of  1,457  operations  and  3' 759  in  the  per-centage  of  success. 
I  regret  to  have  to  observe  that  this  is  the  most  backward  district  in 
the  whole  Presidency  as  i"egards  vaccination  :  any  attempts  to  explain 
or  argue  with  the  people  results  in  the  use  of  abusive  and  obscene  lan- 
guage towards  the  Vaccinators,  nor  do  they  hesitate  to  insult  them  in 
their  attempts  to  operate  on  the  unprotected.  There  have  been  several 
cases  of  assault  on  the  staff,  and  in  six  instances  the  assaulters  were  suc- 
cessfully prosecuted  before  the  Magistrate,  convicted,  and  punished  ; 
evidence  cannot  be  procured  to  bring  home  the  charge  in  every  instance, 
nor  do  I  approve  of  such  pi-osecutions  except  in  exceptional  instances. 
I  would  refer  to  the  Superintendent's  Report  for  a  fuller  account  of 
the  obstructions  to  the  progress  of  vaccination.  The  district  has,  inva- 
riably, yielded  the  smallest  number  of  operations,  notwithstanding 
every  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent  and  staff,  and  the  exer- 
tions of  the  officials  of  the  district,  some  of  whom  have  rendered  cordial 
assistance  in  the  spread  of  vaccination.  Eight  annas  only  were  paid 
during  the  year  as  batta  to  mothers  for  supplying  vaccine  lymph. 


8.— MADRAS  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  7,302  operations,  including  4,008  males 
and  3,294  females,  including  795  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year 
of  sige,  with  a  per-centage  of  success  of  94"275  ;  and  on  comparison 
with  the  work  of  the  previous  year,  a  large  increase  of  5,568  operations, 
with  a  per-centage  of  4-22 1  of  success,  is  apparent.  The  money  cost  of 
each  operation  was  Rupees  0-5-3.  Even  in  this  district,  which  adjoins 
and  encircles  the  Presidency,  much  prejudice  exists,  chiefly  arising 
from  apathy  and  ignorance  among  the  people ;  and  during  the  preva- 
lence of  small-pox,  which  was  introduced  from  districts  where  small- 
pox inoculation  prevails  by  itinerating  gangs  of  Coravers  iwid  other  tribea. 
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the  people  positively  refuse  to  receive  Vtaccination  to  suppress  the 
disease  by  operating  on  the  unprotected.  In  some  parts  of  this  district 
vaccination  is  readily  and  freely  accepted  by  the  people ;  these  parts 
form  exceptions  to  the  rule.  The  Superintendent  gives  two  instances, 
in  which,  during  the  prevalence  of  small-pox,  vaccinating  the  unpro- 
tected tended  to  suppress  the  plague.  On  Thursday  the  1  Ith  Novem- 
ber 1  joined  the  Superintendent  and  staff  at  Kalingamodoo  (Red 
Hills),  and  arranged  for  work  the  next  morning;  but,  owing  to  rain, 
neither  the  Superintendent  nor  the  staff  put  in  an  appearance,  as  his 
head-quarters  was  some  distance  away  from  my  camp.  On  the  loth 
the  Superintendent  appeared  with  three  excellent  eighth  day  lymph 
subjects.  I  immediately  went  out  with  five  of  the  staff  to  a  cooly  camp 
in  the  vicinity,  and  witnessed  the  staff  operate  on  fifteen  subjects ;  the 
other  Vaccinators  had  not  come  in  from  their  working  stations.  I 
inspected  the  equipments  of  the  staff  and  the  records  of  the  Super- 
intendent. I  found  much  fault  with  the  latter  on  the  state  of  his  records 
and  his  work  genei'ally  ;  I  reprimanded  him  and  directed  him  to 
meet  me  again  on  my  return  from  the  Nellore  District,  which  he  did 
on  the  27th  November,  and  having  instructed  him  what  to  do,  I  left 
for  Madras.  Rupees  13-10-6  were  paid  as  batta  in  this  district  to 
mothers  for  supplying  vaccine  lymph  during  the  year  under  notica 


a. — Madras  Town. 

I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  the  Superintendent  and 
Vaccinators  of  the  town.  The  former  was  detected  in  falsifying  the 
returns  of  a  Vaccinator  after  having  given  him  leave  and  sent  him 
•  away  to  his  native  village.  Both  Superintendent  and  Vaccinator  were 
prosecuted  before  a  Magistrate,  convicted,  and  sentenced  to  line  and  im- 
prisonment, on  account  of  which  the  work  was  at  a  stand  for  some  time, 
and  during  the  investigation  it  was  made  clear  that  other  Vaccinators 
had  been  guilty  of  absence  with  the  connivance  of  the  Superintendent, 
but  the  charges  could  not  be  brought  home,  as  the  whole  staff  was  conta- 
minated. One  Vaccinator  was  dismissed  for  giving  prevaricating 
evidence  before  the  Magistrate,  and  the  remainder  were  transferred  to 
other  districts,  and  a  fresh  batch  from  the  mofussil  was  appointed  to 
take  their  place.  It  required  a  little  time  for  these  to  settle  down  to 
work,  and  from  these  sevei-al  causes  there  has  been  a  large  decrease  of 
5,656  operations  during  the  year,  with  a  per-centage  of  success  of  88- 1 83, 
while  the  actual  number  of  operations  -was  5,484.  Of  this,  3,103  were 
male.s,  2,381  females,  inclusive  of  1,079  children  of  both  sexes  under  one 
year  of  age.  The  cost  of  each  operation  was  Rupees  0-5-11.  The  battji 
paid  to  mothers  for  fresh  vaccine  lymph  was  Rupees  9-5-0. 
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h. — Vaccine  Depot,  Madras. 

At  this  institution  also  there  is  a  decrease  of  468  operations,  caused 
chiefly  by  the  misconduct  of  the  Superintendent  ah-eady  adverted  to 
in  connexion  with  the  Town  of  Madras  ;  and  owing  to  the  cessation  of 
small-pox  in  Madras,  people  were  not  so  eager  as  in  the  previous  year 
to  get  vaccinated.  The  nvimber  of  operations  during  the  year  under 
notice  was  4,472,  inclusive  of  1,475  males,  2,997  females,  and  798  chil- 
dren  of  both  sexes  under  one  year  of  age,  Avith  a  per-centage  of  success 
of  95*281 .  The  daily  average  of  fresh  operations  was  13-2,  whilst  those 
under  treatment  constituted  43'5  persons.  ],326  Mercalls  and  8  Seers 
of  rice,  at  a  cost  of  1,759  rupees  9  annas  and  8  pice  were  expended  on 
account  of  the  subjects  vaccinated.  Each  operation  cost  Rupees  0-6-8. 
199  capillary  tubes,  eighty  glass-plates,  and  thirty-nine  ivory  points 
charged  with  fresh  vaccine  lymph  were  sent  out  to  various  parts  of  the 
Presidency,  in  addition  to  eighty-nine  subjects  sent  to  St.  Thomas's 
Mount  and  Palaveram  to  Medical  OflScers  to  supply  fresh  lymph  for  arm- 
to-arm  operations,  and  422  Vaccine  Certificates  to  candidates  going 
up  to  the  diflerent  examinations  were  given  at  this  institution.  When 
in  this  Presidency  I  visit  it  weekly. 


9.— MADURA  DISTRICT. 

In  this  district  the  Superintendent  reports  10,927  operations,  inclu- 
sive of  6,041  males,  4,886  females,  and  2,486  children  of  both  sexes 
under  one  year  of  age,  with  a  per-centage  of  91"708  of  success,  and  at  a 
money  cost  of  Rupees  0-3-10  each  operation.  On  comparison  with  the 
work  of  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  620  operations  becomes  appa- 
rent, with  a  decrease  of  4"  690  in  the  per-centage  of  success.    I  have  had 
trouble  with  the  Superintendent  and  staff  of  this  district ;  there  had 
been  much  quarrelling  between  the  Superintendent  and  staff,  and  after 
personal  investigation,  the  former  was  fined  and  removed  from  this 
district  to  Tinnevelly,  and  several  of  the  Vaccinators  were  reprimanded. 
A  Vaccinator  from  the  South  Arcot  District  was  appointed  to  officiate 
as  Superintendent,  and  he  is  discharging  his  duties  satisfactorily.  Here 
also  obstructions  to  the  spread  of  vaccination  exist  in  many  parts  of 
the  district,  and  the  staiF  is  working  quietly  and  patiently  to  over- 
come the  opposition.  The  two  Vaccinators,  employed  especially  to  work 
on  the  Pulney  Hills,  show  a  total  of  884  operations  ;  this  is  included 
in  the  total  given  of  the  district.    Here  also  much  opposition  exists  to 
the  spread  of  vaccination,  which  the  staff  is  endeavouring  to  overcome. 
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10.— MALABAR  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  9,376  opei-ations,  comprising  7,586  males 
and  1,791)  females,  including  109  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year 
of  age,  with  a  per-centage  of  87745  of  success;  and  on  a  reference  to 
the  previous  year's  Report,  there  is  a  large  decrease  of  7,962  operations 
and  a  per-centage  of  1' 69  below  that  of  the  previous  year,  owing  to 
the  non-completion  of  the  staff,  and  misconduct  of  the  Superintendent. 
The  money  cost  of  each  operation  was  4  annas. 

On  the  9th  April  I  arrived  at  Calicut,  but  found  that  the  Superin- 
tendent and  staff' were  at  Tellicherry,  whither  1  followed  and  met  the 
Superintendent,  who  had  his  staff  scattered ;  but,  as  a  few  of  the  Vacci- 
nators were  at  work  at  Cannanore,  I  directed  the  Superintendent  to 
proceed  thither,  while  I  foUowed  him  ;  and  on  the  morning  of  the  13th 
April  the  Superintendent  with  two  Vaccinators  met  me.  I  went  out 
with  them,  examined  the  vaccine  lymph  in  use,  and  having  told  the 
Superintendent  what  to  do,  I  proceeded  to  the  South  Canara  District, 
directing  the  Supeiintendent  and  Vaccinators  to  meet  me  on  my  return 
to  Cannanore.  1  came  back  on  the  2nd  of  April,  when  the  Superintend- 
ent was  on  the  sick  report,  and  I  could  get  no  satisfactory  account 
of  his  doings  since  I  had  last  seen  him ;  on  the  3rd  I  inspected  the 
Vaccinators  and  their  equipments  ;  on  the  4th  I  went  to  town  and 
inspected  the  vaccine  lymph  in  use,  and  had  several  subjects  operated 
on  in  my  presence.  I  left  the  district  on  the  1 1th  April.  I  had  every 
reason  to  suspect  that  the  habits  of  the  Superintendent  were  irregular, 
but  could  obtain  no  positive  information;  and  for  nearly  three  months 
no  accounts  were  to  be  had  of  the  Superintendent,  his  whereabouts  or 
his  doings,  so  that  I  had  to  suspend  him,  and  sent  a  Ist-class  Vaccina- 
tor to  relieve  him  ;  and,  as  the  Superintendent  could  give  no  satisfac- 
tory account  of  himself,  he  was  dismissed,  and  a  Vaccinator  of  the  dis- 
trict, a  native  of  the  place,  was  appointed  to  officiate  as  Superintendent. 
The  improper  habits  and  neglect  of  work  of  the  Superintendent 
accounts  for  the  large  decrease  of  operations.  The  present  Officiating 
Superintendent  discharges  his  duties  tolerably  well.  Very  great 
objections  are  raised  against  vaccination  here,  and  from  the  scattered 
manner  in  which  the  houses  are  built,  much  time  is  lost  in  the  search 
and  subsequent  coaxing  arguments,  &c.,  that  follow  ere  a  subject  can  be 
secured  for  operation .  Eleven  annas  only  were  paid  to  mothers  of  chil- 
dren for  supplying  fresh  vaccine  lymph  during  the  year  under  notice. 


ll.-NELLORE  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  of  this  district  reports  13,789  operations, 
including  7,41 8  males,  6,371  females;  and  698  chddren  under  one  year  of 
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age,  with  a  per-centage  of  success  of  97'947.  The  money  cost  of  each 
operation  is  2  annas  7  pice  j  and  on  comparison  with  that  of  the  previous 
year,  a  large  increase  of  10,670  operations  and  a  per-centage  of  2-903 
is  shown,  owing  chiefly  to  the  exertions  of  the  present  Superintendent 
who  served  previously  in  the  department  as  a  Vaccinator,  and  he  has 
brought  a  practical  knowledge  of  three  years'  duration  to  bear  on  his 
duties  as  Superintendent  with  great  success.  The  Superintendent  of 
this  district,  an  Hospital  Assistant,  died  of  fever  contracted  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  on  the  7th  April,  and  another  Hospital  Assist- 
ant, who  had  succeeded  him,  was  allowed  to  resign  his  appointment, 
and  he  was  succeeded  by  the  present  Superintendent,  I  have  had  no 
trouble  whatever  with  this  last  individual  and  his  staff  during  the 
year  ;  they  appear  to  work  unanimously  together.  I  entered  this  dis- 
trict on  the  17th  November,  and  proceeded  to  Dugurajapatam  where 
the  Superintendent  had  his  head- quarters,  and  was  exposed  to  much 
inclement  weather  from  excessive  rain ;  but,  on  my  arrival  there,  I 
found  that  the  Superintendent  had  completed  the  work  in  those  parts, 
and  proceeded  to  Vencatachellum's  Chuttrum,  fifty  miles  further  and 
nine  miles  from  Nellore ;  thither  I  followed  and  joined  him  on  the  20th 
November,  and  after  inspecting  the  vaccine  lymph  in  use  and  the 
equipments  of  the  staff  I  went  into  Nellore  the  next  evening  to  see  the 
Collector  and  Zillah  Surgeon  ;  and  on  the  night  of  the  23rd  Ire-joined  the 
Superintendent  and  staff"  at  the  same  Chuttrum.  The  next  morning 
I  went  five  miles  distant  to  inspect  the  lymph  in  several  villages  and 
see  the  staff"  operate  ;  seventy-six  subjects  were  vaccinated  in  my 
presence  ;  and  I  returned  to  camp  and  left  the  district  on  the  26th  for 
Madras.  No  batta  was  given  in  this  district  to  mothers  to  furnish 
fresh  vaccine  lymph. 


12.— NORTH  ARCOT  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  14,869  operations,  comprising  8,634  males, 
6,235  females,  inclusive  of  2, 7:iO  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year 
of  age,  with  a  per-centage  of  success  of  95  406.  Tbe  retui-n  sliows  a  largo 
increase  of  6,477  operations  and  2-337  in  the  per-centage  of  success,  at 
a  cost  of  2  annas  4  pice  each  operation.  I  have  not  had  much  ti-ouble 
with  this  staff:  the  Superintendent  was  removed  from  the  district  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  I  had  doubts  of  his  conduct  in  the  prose- 
cution of  a  Vaccinator  for  defaming  ])im,  and  although  he  succeeded  in 
getting  the  Vaccinator  convicted,  there  was  ample  evidence  of  improper 
conduct  on  his  part  which  could  not  be  brought  home  ;  and  the  present 
individual  who  succeeded  him  has  been  giving  satisfaction.  I  joined 
the  Sdperintendent  and  staff  at  Arcot  on  the  4th.August ;  on  the  5th 
I  iu*pected  the  records  of  the  Superintendent  and  three  subjects  with 
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the  seventh  day  vaccine  vesicles  \  these  were  -well  formed  and  genuine. 
On  the  6th  I  went  out  with  the  Superintendent  and  staff  and  wit- 
nessed forty  operations,  and  during  the  forenoon  the  Vaccinators  and 
their  equipments  were  inspected,  and  the  Superintendent  was  examined 
on  the  principle  and  practice  of  vaccination.  On  the  7th  I  went  out 
into  the  bazaars  accompanied  by  the  Superintendent  and  staff,  and 
witnessed  eighteen  operations,  and  left  the  same  evening  for  Madras. 
23  rupees  2  annas  and  4  pice  were  paid  as  batta  to  mothers  for  supply- 
ing fresh  lymph  for  arm-to-arm  operations. 


13.— SALEM  DISTRICT. 

In  this  district  the  Superintendent  reports  9,685  operations  which 
were  carried  on  5,151  males,  4,534  females,  and  2,175  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  with  a  per-centage  of  90'583  of  success ;  but  on  reference  to 
lastyeai-'s  Report  a  large  decrease  of  7,386  operations  and  3  533  in  the 
per-centage  of  success  becomes  apparent.  The  value  of  each  case 
vaccinated  was  Rupees  0-6-1.  The  decrease  in  the  staff  of  Vaccinators, 
in  a  measure,  accounts  for  this;  and  the  conduct  of  the  Superintendent 
also  was  not  satisfactory  :  he  was  fined  and  removed  from  the  district. 
It  should  also  be  stated  that  a  larger  amount  of  work  was  done  under  the 
old  rules  in  the  early  part  of  the  previous  year  by  fourteen  Vaccinators. 
I  joined  the  staff  of  this  district  at  Sunkerydroog  on  the  19th  February; 
on  the  22nd  I  accompanied  the  Superintendent  and  staff  and  visited 
several  villages  and  travelled  a  distance  of  fifteen  miles,  inspecting  work 
from  village  to  village  and  from  house  to  house,  till  I  reached  Comara- 
pallium,  a  village  in  which  the  Superintendent  had  his  head-quarters 
established.  I  found  the  vaccine  lymph  good,  but  many  of  the  vesicles 
in  most  of  the  subjects  were  broken.  On  the  23rd  I  inspected  the 
records  and  equipments  of  the  staff,  and  questioned  the  Superintendent 
on  the  practice  and  principles  of  vaccination.  On  the  24th  I  went  into 
the  village  itself  with  the  staff  and  saw  them  operate  in  my  presence 
on  several  cases.  On  the  2oth  we  visited  a  village  some  distance  of 
three  miles  from  us,  and  had  a  number  of  fresh  cases  operated  on  in  my 
presence,  and  then  left  for  the  adjoining  District  of  Coimbatore,  and 
returned  again  on  the  7th  March  ;  again  inspected  the  work  of  the  staff 
at  Comarapallium,  and  finally  left  the  district  for  Malabar  the  same 
evening. 


14— SOUTH  ARCOT  DISTRICT, 

Tlie  Superintendent  reports  15,064  operations  among  8,133  males, 
6,931  females,  and  1,013  children  under  one  year  of  iage,  with  a  per- 
centage of  success  of  91-390,  showing  a  large  increase  of  8,889  operations 
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and  4-389  per-centage  of  success  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
cost  of  each  operation  was  Rupees  0-2-6.  No  batta  was  given  to 
mothers  for  furnishing  lymph.  I  have  had  no  trouble  whatever  with 
this  district ;  the  Superintendent  and  staff  have  not  only  worked 
harmoniously^  but  have  shown  good  work.  Two  Vaccinators  from 
this  staff  have,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  been 
appointed  to  officiate  as  Superintendents  in  other  districts.  The  practice 
of  small-pox  inoculation  continues  to  prevail,  and  I  would  refer  to  the 
Superintendent's  report  to  his  plan  of  operations  in  this  district. 


15.— SOUTH  CANARArHSTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  8,888  operations  among  5,343  males  and 
3,545  females,  including  198  children  under  one  year  of  age,  with  a 
per-centage  of  success  ol'  9G'399;  and  on  cumparison  with  the  work  of  the 
past  year  there  is  a  large  increase  of  5, 157  operations,  with  a  per-centage 
of  3'o78  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  money  value  of  each  opera- 
tion was  4  annas  8  pice,  and  4  rupees  1  anna  and  G  pice  were  paid  as  batta 
to  mothers  for  supplying  vaccine  lymph.  I  entered  the  South  Canara 
District  on  the  loth  March,  and  ti'a veiled  up  to  Mangalore,  ascertaining, 
as  I  passed  through  the  several  villages,  what  progress  vaccination  had 
made  in  the  district.  Among  the  Moplah  population,  and  from  the  marks 
on  the  men's  arms  there  is  evidence  that  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
population  are  protected  by  vaccination.  The  Superintendent  and  staff 
joined  me  at  Mangalore  on  the  22nd  March.  The  same  forenoon  I 
inspected  the  records  of  the  Superintendent  and  questioned  him  on  the 
principles  and  practice  of  vaccination.  On  the  23rd  I  inspected  the 
staff  and  their  equipments  and  saAV  the  Collector  on  the  subject  of  vac- 
cination. On  the  evening  of  the  24th  I  left  Mangalore  for  Ferringeepett, 
where,  on  the  morning  of  the  25th,  the  Superintendent  and  staff  joined 
me,  and  we  went  into  the  village.  I  examined  the  lymph  in  use  and  had 
forty-eight  subjects  operated  on.  I  left  the  staff  at  work  here  and  finally 
departed  from  the  district  on  the  1st  of  Apiil.  Not  L)ng  after  my  visit, 
charges  were  prefei-red  against  the  Superintendent  by  a  couple  of  Vac- 
cinators for  improper  conduct.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Magis- 
trate of  the  District  for  investigation,  and  before  this  was  concluded 
another  charge  was  forwarded  by  the  Officer  Commanding  the  1-lth 
Regiment  N.  I.  against  the  Superintendent  for  harbouring  a  Sejioy  of 
the  Regiment  in  his  house  and  conniving  at  his  absence  with  full 
knowledge  of  the  facts.  On  this  the  Superintendent  whs  removed  out 
of  the  deiiartmcnt,  and  his  place  has  been  taken  up  by  an  Hospital 
Assistant. 
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IG.— TANJORE  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  13,050  operations  on  7,115  males,  6,535 
females,  and  1,754  children  under  one  year  of  age,  with  aper-centage  of 
97-992  of  success ;  and  on  a  comparison  with  the  work  of  the  previous 
yeai-  there  is  a  large  decrease  of  8,095  operations  with  an  increase  of 
7'972  in  the  per-centage  of  success.  The  cost  of  each  operation  was  2 
annas  9  pice.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  twenty- 
one  Vaccinators  worked  in  the  first  part  of  1868  under  the  old  rules, 
whilst  there  were  only  fifteen  in  1869,  and  changes  in  the  staff,  resulting 
from  promotion  and  change  of  station,  satisfactorily  accounts  for  the 
same.  On  the  25th  September  I  arrived  at  Tanjore,  and  on  the  27th 
the  Superintendent  with  his  staff  and  records  joined  me.  The  records 
of  the  Superintendent  and  the  equipments  of  the  staff  were  examined 
by  me  and  found  good.  The  Superintendent  was  questioned  on  the 
principles  and  practice  of  vaccination,  and  as  the  weather  was  wet  and 
raining,  I  was  unable  to  go  out  and  see  the  Vaccinators  work,  and  I  left 
the  district  on  the  28th.  I  have  never  had  any  trouble  with  the  staff  of 
this  district.    They  continue  to  work  well  and  harmoniously  together. 


17.— TINNEVELLY  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  8,851  operations  on  4,847  males,  4,004 
females,  and  1,351  children  under  one  year  of  age,  with  a  per-centage  of 
success  of  89  910.  The  returns  show  a  small  increase  of  1,371  opera- 
tions with  a  decrease  in  the  per-centage  of  success  of  4'850,  accounted 
for  from  the  use  of  preserved  lymph.  The  money  value  of  each  case 
was  Rupees  0-4-1.  Nine  rupees  were  expended  in  paying  batta  to 
mothers  for  supplying  fresh  lymph.  There  has  been  much  quarrelling 
between  the  Superintendent  and  Vaccinators ;  petitions  and  countei-- 
petitions  were  received  at  this  office.  On  the  receipt  of  these  I  started 
for  TinneveUy,  and  arrived  there  on  the  31st  August,  and  inspected  the 
records  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  equipment  of  the  Vaccinators  the 
same  day,  and  was  engaged  in  the  investigation  of  the  complaintbetween 
the  Superintendent  and  Vaccinators.  The  former  prosecuted  a  Vacci- 
nator successfully  to  conviction  for  deserting  his  post,  and  had  him  lined 
and  imprisoned.  On  this  the  other  Vaccinators  combined  and  resisted 
orders,  when  the  Superintendent  was  convicted  and  fined  20  rupees  by 
the  Magistrate  for  assaulting  one  of  the  Vaccinators.  I  found  on 
examination  that  the  habits  of  the  Superintendent  were  bad,  and  that 
he  was  guilty  of  improper  practices  and  in  holding  pecuniary  transac- 
tions with  the  Vaccinators.  On  this  he  was  suspended  with  several  of 
the  Vaccinators,  and  on  the  2nd  September  I  left  for  Courtallum  to  see 
the  Collector  and  to  advise  with  him  on  the  subject.    I  then  returned 
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to  Tinnevelly  on  the  8th  April,  and  after  further  investigation  the 
Superintendent  and  three  of  the  2nd-class  Vaccinators  were  dismissed 
the  service,  and  five  other  Vaccinators  were  removed  from  the  district. 
I  examined  the  vaccine  lymph  in  use,  and  left  a  Ist-class  Vaccinator  in 
charge  of  the  records  under  the  orders  of  the  Zillah  Surgeon,  pending 
the  arrival  of  the  Superintendent  removed  from  the  Madura  District  to 
take  the  place  of  the  man  that  was  dismissed.  I  left  the  Tinnevelly 
District  for  Madura  on  the  11th  September.  Small-pox  inoculation  is 
prevalent  in  this  district  also. 


18.— TRICHINOPOLY  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  7,668  operations,  comprising  3,996 
males,  3,672  females,  and  1,224  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year 
bf  age,  with  a  per-centage  of  95  813  of  success.  On  comparison  with 
the  work  of  the  previous  year  an  increase  of  5,282  operations  is  shown 
'with  a  decrease  of  3744  in  the  per-centage  of  success.  The  cost  of  each 
operation  was  Rupees  0-4-11.  No  batta  was  given  to  mothers  for 
supplying  vaccine  lymph.  I  have  had  no  trouble  whatever  with  the 
staff  of  this  district,  I  was  at  Tricbinopoly  on  the  24th  September, 
and  having  instructed  the  Superintendent  to  meet  me  in  the  district, 
I  went  to  Tanjore  on  the  28th  ;  the  Superintendent  met  me  at  the  station 
of  Trevembore,  about  ten  miles  from  Trichinopoly,  where  I  inspected  the 
records  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  equipments  of  the  stafi",  and 
Tciy  an  oversight  no  vaccine  lymph  was  in  readiness  for  inspection,  and 
the  weather  proving  wet,  I  was  unable  to  go  out  and  see  the  staff 
work.  Accompanied  by  the'  Superintendent  and  staff  I  went  into 
Trichinopoly,  and  eventually  left  the  station  on  the  1st  October. 


19.— VIZAGAPATAM  DISTRICT. 

The  Superintendent  reports  4,075  operations  on  2,045  males  and 
2,030  females,  including  580  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year  of 
age,  with  a  per-centage  of  84"934  of  success,  at  a  cost  per  operation  of 
Rupees  0-9-2.  Batta,  to  the  amount  of  Rupees  3-14-0,  was  given  to 
the  mothers  of  children  for  supplying  fresh  lymph.  On  a  reference  to 
previous  returns  there  is  an  inprease  of  3,043  operations  and  17"881  in 
the  per-centage  of  success.  A  change  of  superintendence  has  taken 
place  during  the  year.  On  the  whole,  I  have  had  no  trouble  with  the 
tttaff ;  they  have  been  working  steadily  midst  much  determined  opposition. 
The  Superintendent  reports  having  derived  much  assistance  from  H. 
Sewell,  Esquire,  the  Principal  Assistant  Collector,  and  from  the  Native 
Officials  also.    Unfortunately  for  vaccination,  deaths  from  any  cauao 
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wliateyer,  and  at  any  period  after  vaccination  are  attributed  to  it  by 
the  people  here.  The  Superintendent  reports  two  instances  of  the  kind, 
but,  as  he  is  an  Hospital  Assistant,  he  is  in  a  position  to  recognize  the 
actual  disease  and  cause  of  death ;  but  it  is  hard  to  convince  the  rude 
and  ignorant  villagers  of  the  fact. 

c. — Zemindary  Tracts  of  this  District. 

The  Superintendent  reports  2,539  operations  among  1,265  males, 
1,274  females,  and  182  children  of  both  sexes  under  one  year  of  age,  at 
a  cost  per  operation  of  Rupees  1-3-7,  and  with  a  per-ceutage  of  92*04 
of  success.  The  work  is  arduous  and  attended  with  much  travelling  in 
sickly  localities ;  both  Superintendent  and  staff  have  suffered  from  the 
fever  of  the  district,  notwithstanding  which  they  have  been  working 
satisfactorily.  The  practice  of  small-pox  inoculation  prevails  largely 
in  these  tracts,  and  it  is  difficult  for,  vaccination  to  contend  with  it,  as 
th.e  people  are  not  amenable  to  reason,  and  prefer  to  adhere  to  their  own 
pernicious  habits,  without,  for  a  moment,  weighing  the  nierits  of  the 
question ;  thus  accounting  for  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  more  or  less 
throughout  these  tracts.  On  a  reference  to  the  previous  yearns  Eeport 
•there  is  an  increase  of  2, 085  operations  with  a  decrease  in  per-centage 
of  1*606  of  success.  I  have  had  no  trouble  whatever  with  the  staff,  and 
the  Superiutendent  is  a  good  hardworking  man,  but  the  Native  Offi- 
cials do  not  give  the  necessary  moral  support  to  enable  them  to 
overcome  the  prejudices  of  the  people. 

42.  From  the  general  review  of  the  work  of  vaccination  in  the  Presi- 
dency, it  will  be  seen  that,  on  the  whole,  the  work  is  satisfactory 
as  far  as  it  goes.  An  increase  of  3,514  operations  is  shown  by  the 
work  of  the  department,  and  I  am  confident  that,  as  the  work  settles 
and  the  department  is  completed,  that  it  will  improve  greatly,  and  a 
much  larger  increase  may  be  looked  for  next  year. 

43.  The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  whole  establishment  has  been 
Eupees  84,988. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  year,  Rupees  72,491-8-7. 
Recovered  by  fines  from  Superintendents,  Rupees  65. 
Recovered  by  fines  from  Vaccinators,  Rupees  750-13-7. 
Amount  refunded  on  resignation  of  Vccinators,  Rupees  311-0-2. 
Contingent  expenses,  Rupees  88-3-7. 

Net  cost  of  the  establishment,  deducting  the  above,  Rs.  71,276-7-4. 

44.  The  amount  of  battahas  been  considerably  restricted.  No  batta 
has  been  given  in  six  districts,  and  in  the  remaining  nine  Rupees  119-4-4 
were  given  to  mothers  for  supplying  fresh  vaccine  lymph.  The  largest 
sum  paid  was  in  the  North  Arcot  District,  viz..  Rupees  23-2-4. 

45.  The  practice  of  giving  batta  has  a  double  advantage  ihat 
nothing  else  can  compensate  us  for  in  the  work :  for  when  preserved,  or 
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glass  lymph  is  exhibited  to  the  people,  they  are  suspicious  and  hesitate 
ere  getting  vaccinated ;  when  a  living  child  is  shown,  and  they  see  no 
harm  arise  to  the  child,  but  that  only  a  few  vesicles  are  raised  at  the 
insertions,  it  convinces  them  of  the  advantages  of  vaccination,  and  at 
the  same  time  the  operation  is  perfectly  successful;  while  in  the 
majority  of  cases  there  are  failures  when  glass  lymph  is  used,  and 
while  some  lose  confidence,  and  do  not  like  to  submit  their  children  to 
the  operation  a  second  time;  others  believe  that  the  operation  is  sufficient, 
and  that  it  does  not  require  a  repetition  without  reference  to  result,  and 
when  the  child  subsequently  takes  small-pox,  vaccination  is  condemned 
and  pronounced  worthless. 

46.  34,747  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  vaccinated 
during  the  year  under  notice,  and  we  make  every  exertion 
in  our  power  to  operate  on  young  children,  but  in  many 
instances  it  is  difficult  to  overcome  the  prejudice  of  mothers,  and  this 
exists  not  only  among  Natives,  but  also  among  East  Indians  and 
Europeans . 

47.  I  submit  copious  Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  my  Assistants : 
most  of  them  are  interesting,  and  they  show  the  view  taken  by  Brah- 
mins, Hindus,  Mahomedans,  Native  Christians,  and  East  Indians  after 
an  experience  of  eighteen  months  by  some,  and  others  extending  over 
years  in  the  department.  Their  opportunities  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  people  exceed  that  of  many  other  departments  under  Govern- 
ment, for  they  constantly  come  in.  contact  with  not  only  the  men,  but 
also  with  the  women  and  children  of  the  villages,  and  thus  they  are 
in  a  position  to  give  their  views.  All  of  whom  suggest  that  vaccination 
should  be  compulsory,  and,  as  experience  has  already  shown,  the  Natives, 
as  a  body,  are  not  yet  in  a  position  to  take  advantage  of  any  boon, 
however  great,  voluntarily,  but  when  enforced  on  them,  they  appreci- 
ate and  even  acknowledge  the  benefit  of  the  measure  subsequently ; 
and,  as  the  Kurnool  Superintendent  characteristically  terms  it,  they  are 
like  children  requiring  the  parental  authority  of  Government  to  enforce 
remedies  when  called  for. 

48.  The  thanks  of  this  department  are  due  to  most  of  the  European 
and  Native  Officials  of  the  several  districts  for  much  cordial  co-oper- 
ation and  assistance  in  our  work ;  at  the  same  time  it  must  be  admitted 
that  much  more  can  be  done  by  our  Native  friends  :  one  example  by 
an  official  of  a  village  acts  as  a  charm  and  opens  the  hearts  of  the 
whole  village  to  vaccination,  and  this  is  what  we  need  most  sadly,  than 
all  the  false  preaching  they  sometimes  give  vent  to  in  our  presence  ; 
at  the  same  time,  the  juvenile  members  of  their  own  family  are  secreted 
in  some  secluded  part  of  their  dwellings. 

49.  Material  assistance  was  received  from  the  Vaccinators  of  the 
several  Municipalities,  Zemindaries,  &c.,  but  not  what  it  should  be : 
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there  has  been  mucli  falling  away  in  the  work  of  these  Vaccinators 
during  the  year ;  but  I  am  hopeful  that  during  the  current  year  better 
results  will  be  attained. 

50.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  work  of  a  Municipality 
is  limited  to  the  boundaries  of  the  place,  which,  at  best  is  not  great,  and 
the  assistance  derived  from  Municipal  Vaccinators  is  limited.  From  the 
Vaccinators  having  a  fixed  habitation,  and  working  within  a  limited 
area,  and  among  the  people  of  towns  who  should  be  better  enlightcBed 
than  the  inhabitants  of  rural  districts,  the  work  should  be  proportion- 
ately large.  Twenty  Vaccinators  were  employed  by  the  several 
Municipalities  during  the  year  under  review,  and  a  small  decrease  of 
eighty-five  is  shown  in  their  returns. 

51.  Sixty-nine  Zemindary  Vaccinators  have  been  employed  by  the 
different  landed  proprietors  in  this  Presidency  in  the  Vizagapatam  and 
Ganjam  Districts ;  their  work  is  supervised  by  special  Superintendents, 
A  large  "increase  of  3,808  operations  is  shown  in  the  Zemindary  work. 

52.  I  have  fully  entered  into  the  inadequacy  of  my  oflSce  establish- 
ment, and  have  given  fuU  particulars  in  my  last  Report  on  this  subject, 
that  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  anything  further,  beyond  that  of 
alluding  to  the  subject  in  this  report. 

52.  I  regret  that  I  have  not  had  time  to  conduct  my  experiments  on 
vaccination  beyond  that  of  passing  the  vaccine  lymph  through  the 
cow,  and  I  have  successfully  vaccinated  the  horse  and  re-transferred 
the  vaccine  disease  to  the  huma.n  subject.  The  horse  seems  just  as 
susceptible  to  vaccination  as  any  of  the  other  domestic  animals  I  have 
experimented  on. 

53.  In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Press  in  general 
for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  in  spreading  the  benefits  of  vacci- 
nation. 


MILITARY  CANTONMENTS. 

The  three  Military  Cantonments  in  which  Vaccinators  are  located  by 
this  department  are  Bangalore,  Secunderabad,  and  Kamptee. 

1. — Bangalore. 

Two  Vaccinators  have  worked  in  this  cantonment  during  the  year 
under  notice,  with  some  interruptions  resulting  in  the  removal  and 
posting  of  Vaccinators.  The  total  number  of  operations  performed  was 
1,506,  of  which  1,436  were  successful,  and  70  unsuccessful.  The  per- 
centage of  success  was  95'35. 

The  number  operated  upon  under  one  year  of  age  was  403. 
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The  caste  and  sex  of  the  parties  operated  on  is  given  helow :

No  money  was  paid  for  batta.  The  work  of  the  Vaccinators  in 
this  cantonment  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Vaccination  of  the  Salem  District.  A  large  decrease  of  2,268  operations 
is  shown  from  the  returns,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  frequent 
removal  of  Vaccinators  for  misconduct ;  it  is  so  hard  to  trust  these  men 
to  work  by  themselves,  and  effective  supervision  is  imperatively  called 
for.  I  visited  Bangalore  on  the  9th  February  and  1 6th  October,  spend- 
ing three  days  on  each  occasion  with  the  Vaccinators,  in  going  out 
into  the  bazaars  and  examining  their  work.  I  had  much  fault  to  find, 
resulting  in  the  punishment  and  removals  of  Vaccinators  from' the  sta- 
tion, and  appointing  others  to  take  their  places.  The  Superintendent 
in  charge  of  the  cantonment  visited  the  station  twice  during  the  year 
in  the  months  of  April  and  December,  and  on  each  occasion  spent  a  few- 
days  with  the  Vaccinators  ;  this,  however,  does  not  seem  to  suffice,  and 
more  frequent  inspections  are  called  for. 

2. — Secundeeabad. 

Two  Vaccinators  have  worked  throughout  the  year  in  this  canton- 
ment, and,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Deputy  Inspector-General  of  Hos- 
pitals, a  change  was  made  in  the  staff  by  the  substitution  of  a  1st- 
class  for  a  2nd-class  Vaccinator  in  October  last,  so  that  the  work  is 
now  carried  on  by  a  1st  and  a  2nd-class  Vaccinators.  They  work 
under  the  orders  of  the  Medical  OflBcer  in  medical  charge  of  the  Civil 
Dispensary  at  that  station.  2,274  operations  are  reported,  of  this 
number  1,014  were  successful  and  664  unsuccessful :  474  children  under 
one  year  of  age  have  been  operated  on.  The  per-centage  of  success  is 
70"975.  On  comparison  with  the  work  of  the  previous  year,  a  small 
increase  of  352  operations  is  shown.  The  following  are  the  proportions 
of  caste  and  sex  : —

3. — Kamptee. 

In  this  cantonment  a  2nd-class  Vaccinator  works  under  the  orders 
of  the  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Civil  Dispensary,  and  the  returns  show

unsuccessful,  inclusive  of  312  who  were  under  one  year  of  age.  The 
per-centage  of  success  was  97-017.  On  comparison  with  the  work  of 
the  previous  year,  there  is  a  decrease  of  375  operations  which  is  not 
accounted  for.

In  this  district  between  seven  landed  Proprietors,  Zemindars,  and 
Court  of  Wards'  Agents,  twenty-five  Vaccinators  are  employed  ;  these,, 
with  six  Government  Vaccinators  who  work  in  the  Hill  Tracts  of  Orissa, 
have  their  work  superintended  by  a  Superintendent  appointed  for  the 
purpose.  The  Superintendent  (Hospital  Assistant  Chinnasawmy)  was 
removed  from  the  charge  to  another  district  in  consequence  of  ill- 
health,  and  Vaccinator  G.  Lutchmunursiah  has  been  appointed  to  offici- 
ate as  Superintendent-  The  number  of  Vaccinators  has  been  increased 
by  four  during  the  year  under  notice.  The  total  number  of  operations 
performed  by  these  men  was  9,734,  of  which  9,053  were  successful 
and  681  unsuccessful,  giving  a  per-centage  of  success  of  ninety-three, 
thus  showing  a  large  increase  of  5,499  operations  over  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.

I  visited  this  Estate  in  the 
month  of  September,  and  persuaded  the  Proprietress  to  maintain  vacci- 
nation as  has  been  done  hitherto  on  her  estate,  to  which  request  she 
acceded.  The  work  I  saw  was  good :  772  operations  were  reported,  of 
which  771  were  successful,  and  one  unsuccessful,  with  a  per-centage  of 
success  of  99  870.  Of  the  total,  66  were  under  one  year  of  age,  giving

I  had  an  interview  with  the 
Proprietor,  and  after  much  urgent  solicitation  he  consented  to  employ 
three  2nd-cla3s  Vaccinators  for  the  future.  Three  qualified  men  were 
appointed,  and  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Native  Surgeon  in 
charge  of  the  Estate  Dispensary,  who  kindly  undertook  the  work  of 
supervision.  The  Vaccinators  appear  to  work  well  and  to  give  satis- 
faction.   They  report  1,313  operations,  and  only  two  of  this  number  are 


said  to  have  failed.  In  the  total  is  included  347  children  under  one 
year  of  age.  The  per-centage  of  success  given  is  99'847,  with  the

The  Vacci  ae  Returns  of  the  Medical  Subordinates  have  been  very 
irregularly  received,  and,  as  a  body,  they  have  not  sufficiently  exerted 
themselves  during  the  year  under  notice.  The  number  of  operations 
performed  by  the  Medical  Subordinates  for  1869  has  been  14,910  only, 
thereby  showing  a  large  decrease  of  14,440  below  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  per-centage  of  success,  which  is  69114,  is  also  less  than  1868 
by  IB'536.

This  district  comprises  fifteen  talooks,  with  an  area  of  11,351  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  12,91,932. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  whole  staff  of  Vaccinators  worked 
in  the  AdoniTalook  for  more  than  two  anda  half  pionths.anda  great  many 
subjects  were  operated  on  in  that  extensive  talook,  over  500  cases  in  the 
town  of  Adoni  alone.  The  people  in  some  villages  were  unwilling  to  get 
their  children  vaccinated,  notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  at 
Adoni  and  its  suburbs  occasioning  mortality.  In  the  middle  of  March 
I  received  orders  from  the  Superintendent-General  of  Vaccination  that 
small-pox  was  prevalent  in  Hospett  and  Koodligi  Talooks.  We  pro- 
ceeded thither  on  completing  the  work  we  had  in  hand  ;  I  met  the  Col- 
lector of  Bellary  at  Koodthiny,  who  ordered  me  to  go  and  operate  at 
Humpy,  where  crowds  of  people  were  collected  together  to  witness 
the  festival.  Here  we  met  with  great  objections  from  the  people,  but 
succeeded  in  operating  on  about  500  cases ;  and  I  proceeded  on  to  the 
Hospett  Talook  sending  on  six  Vaccinators  to  Koodligi, where  they  found 
that  small-pox  was  not  prevalent  in  the  villages,  and  no  children  avail- 
able for  vaccination.  This  place  was  visited  during  the  previous  year 
by  the  staff,  and  the  Vaccinators  on  their  return  produced  memorandums 
from  the  headman  of  the  village  stating  that  there  were  no  children  in 
the  villages  to  be  vaccinated,  which  fact  was  reported  to  the  Collector. 
These  six  Vaccinators  vaccinated  only  about  100  children  in  Koodligi 
and  some  of  its  villages.  When  the  recess  commenced  and  the  Vaccina- 
tors were  distributed  over  the  district,  one  to  each  talook  to  keep  up 
vaccination  in  some  of  the  principal  towns,  whilst  my  own  head-quar- 
ters was  established  at  Hospett.  On  the  opening  of  the  field  season  the 
villagers  of  this  talook  totally  refused  vaccination,  and  the  Roddies  and 
Curnums  scarcely  assisted  the  Vaccinators.  They  say  "  what  assistance 
can  we  give  when  the  people  refuse  to  get  their  children  vaccinated 
and  conceal  them,  and  how  can  we  enter  their  houses,  as  vaccination  is 
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entirely  optional.^'  The  numbers  operated  on  in  this  talook  were  not 
large.  The  stafi"  then  entered  and  worked  diligently  in  the  Ananta- 
poor  Talook  for  almost  two  months ;  the  numbers  obtained  were  pretty 
fair.  At  first  the  people  in  some  villages  refused  vaccination  in  this 
talook  also ;  but  the  Tahsildar  of  Anantapoor  took  an  interest  in  the 
work,  and  issued  strict  orders  to  the  Reddies  and  Curnums  to  assist  the 
Vaccinators.  He  sent  for  the  people  who  had  refused,  and  explained 
to  them  the  benefits  of  vaccination,  and  directed  them  to  get  their  chil- 
dren vaccinated,  intimating  that  otherwise  they  would  meet  with  the 
displeasure  of  Government.  This  intimation  spread  over  the  villages, 
and  the  people  of  some  of  them  voluntarily  brought  their  children  for 
operation.  In  other  villages  the  people  totally  refused  vaccination  and 
concealed  their  children,  saying  that  they  do  not  practise  it  in  their 
family,  though  I  tried  my  best  endeavours  by  coaxing,  threatening,  &c. 
Our  operations  next  commenced  in  the  Dhurmavum  Talook.  This  talook 
is  very  large  and  extends  for  about  eighty  miles.  The  villages  are  situated 
far  from  each  other,  but  the  work  was  carried  on  here  very  success- 
fully. Some  villagers  who  refused  vaccination  were  reported  to  the 
Tahsildar,  who  rendered  us  every  assistance  ;  yet  the  people  persisted 
in  refusing  to  allow  their  children  to  be  vaccinated.  Another  evil  is, 
that  the  parents  refuse  to  give  lymph  from  the  arms  of  their  children, 
or  send  them  with  the  Vaccinators  for  the  purpose,  that  they  are  obliged 
to  stop  in  one  villagOj  until  they  can  collect  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
lymph  to  enable  them  to  go  to  other  children  in  difierent  villageSj  thus 
small  numbers  are  obtained,  and  that  with  great  difiiculty. 

The  Eeturns  show  a  decrease  of  2,153  numbers  below  that  of  the 
previous  year,  which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  people  of  many 
villages  being  quite  ignorant  of  the  benefits  of  vaccination,  and  conse- 
quently refusing  to  have  their  children  vaccinated,  and  several  of  the 
Vaccinators  suffering  from  repeated  attacks  of  fever  and  itch,  &c., 
which  rendered  them  unable  to  perform  their  proper  quantity  of  work. 
The  climate  of  this  district  disagrees  with  the  new  Vaccinators,  and 
they  frequently  fall  sick  from  not  being  able  to  get  proper  meals  from 
the  villages.  The  staflf  of  Vaccinators  behaved  well  during  the  year, 
and  none  were  punished  with  fines  or  other  reprimands. 


2.— COIMBATOEE  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent  J.  Ramiah,  Hospital  Assistant. 

Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators,  two 

Special  Ist-class  Vaccinators  for  the  ISTeilgherrics. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,787-11-8. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-3-3, 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  13,515. 
Pcr-centage  of  success,  87-872. 
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This  district  comprises  eleven  talooks,  with  an  area  of  8,470  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  14,30,738. 

The  annual  Return  exhibits  the  work  from  1st  January  till  the 
31st  December.  Of  this  period  the  working  itineration  embraced  nine 
months,  and  the  recess  extended  over  the  remaining  three  months. 
In  January  my  head-quarters  was  established  at  the  Sathiamungalum 
Talook,  where  I  remained  till  the  24th  of  February.  On  our  arrival 
small -pox  was  raging  in  an  epidemic  form  in  this  talook,  and  the 
staff  went  about  from  house  to  house  repeatedly,  but  few  could  be 
induced  to  protect  themselves  by  vaccination  at  first.  Gradually  we 
succeeded  in  overcoming  the  stubbornness  and  prejudices  of  the  people 
through  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Galton,  the  Head  Assistant  Collec- 
tor, who  kindly  explained  the  benefits  of  vaccination  as  each  of  the 
village  puttahs  were  being  delivered  to  the  people  during  the  Jumma- 
bundy  at  Gosepettypallium,  and  the  work  progressed  slowly  at  first. 
We  also  derived  much  assistance  from  the  Tahsildar  of  the  talook, 
whose  influence  over  the  Monegar  and  people  was  of  special  service  to 
us.  The  people  in  these  parts  are  greatly  averse  to  vaccination,  and 
especially  so  in  the  hot  months,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  fever.  On 
the  opening  of  the  field  season,  the  staflf  assembled  at  Bhowany  in  July 
and  marched  off  to  Caroor,  and  completed  the  work  of  that  entire 
talook  by  the  12th  October.  We  then  entered  Kongiem,  a  sub- 
division of  the  Dharapooram  Talook,  where  we  remained  till  the 
15th  of  November.  Here  also  we  met  with  great  opposition,  but 
these  were  overcome  by  the  Idnd  assistance  of  the  Tahsildar  and 
through  our  own  exertions.  From  Kongiem  we  entered  the  Peroon- 
doray  Talook,  and  proceeded  from  thence  to  Dharapooram,  where  we 
are  now  working.  As  these  parts  were  never  before  visited  by  any  of 
the  staff,  and  prejudices  of  the  people  were  very  great,  so  that  much 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  introducing  vaccination.  During  the 
year  under  notice  we  have  visited  four  and  a  half  talooks  successively. 
The  annexed  table  shows  the  number  of  operations  and  the  description 
of  lymph,  with  the  results  : —

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Glass  lymph  has  to  be  resorted  to  largely,  in  consequence  of  the 
pernicious  habit  the  peojDle  have  of  applying  a  paste  of  Neem  leaves 
and  saffron  to  the  vesicles,  and  thus  destroy  them ;  and  at  others 
the  children  are  concealed,  and  the  people  refuse  to  allow  lymjDh  being 
taken,  which  interferes  greatly  with  arm-to-arm  operations.  There  is 
a  decrease  of  4,695  operations  below  that  of  the  previous  year, 
accounted  for  by  the  incompleteness  of  the  staff  of  Vaccinators,  and  the 
appointment  of  recruits;  it  takes  the  latter  sometime  to  get  familiar 
with  their  work,  and  being  new  to  the  district,  they  are  subject  to 
attacks  of  sickness,  and  it  requires  time,  also,  to  become  familiar  with 
the  habits,  customs,  and  manners  of  the  people  of  the  district.  The 
people  in  this  district  are,  on  the  whole,  averse  to  vaccination,  and  even 
when  convinced  of  its  advantages  in  jDreventing  attacks  of  the  small- 
pox, they  will  not  subject  their  children  to  the  operation,  each  one 
assigning  some  frivolous  excuse.  Apathy  and  careless  indifference  on 
the  part  of  the  Village  Officials  are  the  chief  obstructions  I  experienced 
in  this  district.  Whenever  these  officers  show  an  indifference  to 
vaccination,  the  villagers  follow  their  example,  and  will  not  consent 
to  allow  their  children  to  be  vaccinated,  as  they  look  up  to  them  as 
"  Lords  of  the  land  "  whose  footsteps  they,  as  a  rule,  follow.  In  some 
places  where  the  village  heads  offer  their  assistance,  great  numbers  of 
children  get  vaccinated,  and  all  prejudices  yield  to  the  persuasion 
and  advice  of  these  officers,  the  more  so  when  their  own  children  are 
first  submitted  to  the  operation.  If  we  can  secure  the  proper  aid  of 
Monegars  and  Kunnakars,  nothing  further  would  be  required  to  assist 
us  in  spreading  the  benefits  of  vaccination.  To  this  effect  I  have 
frequently  urged  the  Collector  and  his  Assistants,  and  although  the 
Village  Officials  receive  strict  orders  to  assist  us,  their  aid  is  reluctantly 
and  indifferentl}-  given,  and  in  some  places  is  not  given  at  all,  as  they 
have  various  ways  of  shirking  this  duty.  Such  carelessness  and 
indifference  on  the  part  of  the  Monegars  should,  in  my  humble  opinion, 
be  punished  ;  if  not,  the  introduction  of  compulsory  vaccination,  as  in 
Europe,  would  remove  all  prejudice  and  stubbornness  of  the  people,  and 
even  the  anger  of  their  Goddess  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  Small-pox 
has  prevailed  largely  in  some  parts,  some  cases  proving  fatal.  As  I 
have  already  mentioned,  in  ray  annual  Report,  the  present  mode  of 
working  answers  admirably  well.  No  irregularities  worth  describing 
attended  the  vaccine  disease  during  the  year.  The  number  of  subjects 
vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age  is  8,147.  I  never  had  the  opportunity 
of  seeing  cases  of  small-pox  after  unmistakeable  vaccination,  or 
vaccination  on  well-marked  cases  of  small-p  )x. 
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3.— DUDDAPAH  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  P.  Ramalingum,  No.  533,  Hospital  Assistant. 
Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,106-7-6. 
Value  of  eacli  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-9-4. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  3,596. 
Per-centage  of  success,  91"  129. 

This  district  comprises  eleven  talooks,  with  an  area  of  9,177  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1 1,44,759. 

The  number  of  subjects  vaccinated  during  the  year  is  3,596,  whereas 
in  the  year  1868  it  was  5,569.    If  we  take  into  consideration  the 
number  of  men  employed  and  the  work  they  did  during  the  year  under 
review,  and  if  we  contrast  this  with  that  done  in  1868,  there  will  be 
found  little  or  no  difierence.    There  is  an  en-atic  class  of  people  called 
"  Woddurs,"  whose  children,  after  being  vaccinated  in  one  place,  could 
not  be  expected  to  be  seen  at  the  same  spot;  for  these  people  traverse 
great  distances,  and  are  constantly  shifting  their  abodes  in  pursuit  of 
their  avocations.    Such  cases  have  been  marked  as  unsuccessful,  pro- 
vided they  were  seen  by  the  village  officials,  and  those  who  were  not 
seen  by  them  have  been  struck  off  altogether  from  our  account.  But 
such  occurrences  were  less  than  forty.    The  majority  of  the  staff' suffered 
more  or  less  in  December  from  fever,  to  which  the  new  as  well  as  the 
old  hands  sent  from  other  districts,  have  been  rendered  more  or  less 
susceptible  by  the  peculiarity  of  this  climate  ;  and  it  is  this  which  has, 
to  some  extent,  retarded  the  progress  of  our  work.    In  the  Talook  of 
Iloyachoty,  when  demarcation  was  progressing  in  the  month  of  August 
of  the  year  under  report,  some  of  the  ryots  wereaway  to  their  fields  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  the  demarcation  people,  and  this  interfered  very 
much  with  the  work  of  the  staff,  and  we  returned  from  the  village 
without  success,  though  we  did  not  fail  in  our  usual  duty  of  giving  to 
the  people  a  short  lecture  on  the  benefits  attendant  on  vaccination, 
and  of  reading  and  explaining  to  them  a  treatise  on  that  subject. 
Previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  recess,  our  work  was  conducted 
at  Pullumpett,  Sidhout,  and  Budvail,  making  my  head-quarters  at 
Poodootoor  during  the  recess,  and  distributing  Vaccinators  over  the 
talooks.    I  made  a  personal  inspection  of  the  work  conducted  by  them 
at  Poodootoor,  Kadiri,  and  Madnapalli.    For  the  work  done  in  the 
month  of  July  in  different  talooks,  a  list  of  the  subjects  vaccinated 
was  duly  furnished  by  us  to  the  Village  authorities,  in  accordance  with 
the  Circular  issued  by  the  Board  of  Revenue,  dated  21st  June  1869, 
No.  4,461.     The  remaining  five  talooks  of  the  district,  Pulivendla, 
Pa)yachoty,  Cuddapah,  Jammalamadugu,  and  Voilpaud  were  succes- 
sively visited  after  the  recess,  except  a  few  villages  which  lie  to  the 
west  of  Pulivendla.  as  cholera  was  prevailing  in  them  in  the  beginning 
of  the  monsoon,  of  which  a  report  has  been  sent. 
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Obstructions  of  various  kinds  exist  to  the  wide-spread  of  vaccination, 
especially  in  the  Ceded  Districts,  whore  civilization  is  in  a  low  state. 
When  these  ignorant  people  are  requested  to  get  their  children  vacci- 
nated, they  reply,  that  unless  the  operation  is  first  performed  on  the 
children  of  the  Village  authorities,  they  would  not  avail  themselves  of  the 
advantages  derivable  from  it.  Thus  it  is  obvious  that  they  require  an 
example  before  they  can  be  induced  to  accept  vaccination.  Sometimes 
it  so  happens  that  after  the  Village  authorities  get  their  own  children 
vaccinated,  the  villagers  turn  round  and  say,  they  are  not  to  be 
actuated  by  the  fears  of  Government  as  the  Village  authorities  are,  and 
consequently  to  follow  their  footsteps.  Some  again,  though  fully  con- 
vinced of  the  salutary  effects  of  the  operation,  and  its  prophylactic 
value,  would  yet  require  the  staff  to  defer  the  operation  till  a  more 
convenient  season  arrives,  when  they  could  get  their  children  operated 
without  detriment  to  their  agricultural  pursuits,  which,  in  their  esti- 
mation is  more  valuable  than  the  life  of  their  offspring.  On  several 
occasions,  especially  in  the  time  of  cultivation^  youngsters  only  remain 
in  the  houses,  while  the  older  folks  are  busy  in  the  fields.  Neither 
the  village  officials  nor  the  staff  could  then  induce  them  to  get  their 
children  vaccinated.  In  some  places,  as  soon  as  the  villagers  are 
informed  that  the  Vaccinators  have  approached  their  village,  when 
they  slowly  and  ai'tfully  pack  off"  their  children  to  the  fields,  &c.,  or  hide 
them  till  they  are  quite  sure  of  the  departure  of  the  staff.  For  instance, 
the  Village  Munsiff'  of  Pennapirur^  in  the  Sidhout  Talook,  deceived  the 
Vaccinators  when  they  went  to  that  village  to  vaccinate — and  this  fact, 
thoHgh  trivial  in  itself,  will,  I  trust,  serve  to  convince  the  authorities  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  Potails  thwart  our  endeavours.  As  soon  as 
the  said  Munsiff"  met  us  at  the  entrance  gate  of  the  village,  he  affected 
to  be  very  sincere,  and  said  that  if  we  were  seen  in  the  villages,  the 
people  would  hide  themselves  and  we  would  have  no  chance  of  getting 
any  subjects,  but  that  he  himself  would  go  over  and  induce  the 
parents  to  bring  their  children  to  the  spot  where  we  were  to  wait, 
Ee  went  in  and  returned  after  a  while,  when  he  coolly  told  us  that 
no  children  were  to  be  seen  in  the  village,  and  that  he  did  not 
know  what  had  become  of  them.  This  having  aroused  our  suspicions 
we  entered  the  village,  and  were  told  that  the  parents  had  hidden 
them  under  wicker  baskets  in  the  fields,  and  we  found  to  our  amaze- 
ment that  such  was  the  fact,  for  when  we  repaired  to  the  fields  and 
turned  up  one  or  two  of  them,  nearly  half  a  dozen  children  were 
found  under  each,  but  we  were  not  able  to  know  who  their  parents 
were ;  but  I  made  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  Tahsildar,  who  was 
kind  enough  to  prevail  upon  the  very  Munsiff  Reddy  to  undergo 
the  operation,  with  the  view  that  the  timid  and  ignorant  inhabitants 
would  follow  the  example,  and  this  expectation  was,  in  a  short  ti  ne, 
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realized  to  some  extent.  In  some  places  where  superstition  and  pre- 
judice have  reached  their  zenith,  the  Vaccinators  had  to  stay  two  or 
three  days  to  prevail  on  the  people  to  get  their  children  vaccinated,  as 
it  is  a  custom  with  them  that  unless  a  few  are  at  first  prevailed  upon 
to  get  vaccinated,  the  rest  will  not  readily  bring  their  children.  The 
heads  of  some  of  the  villages  do  not  give  the  correct  number  to  be 
vaccinated  in  their  village,  while,  at  other  times,  they  bring  those  who 
ax-e  attacked  with  the  small-pox,  hiding  those  who  are  actually  in 
need  of  the  operation,  and  falsely  asserting  that  all  are  attacked  with 
the  epidemic.  If  those  hidden  chance  to  be  seen  by  us,  the  village 
heads  would  call  such  strangers  to  the  village,  or  that  their  parents 
would  not  consent  to  their  being  operated  on.  A  great  feature  which 
contributes  as  an  impediment  to  the  steady  and  speedy  progi-ess  of 
vaccination  is  seen  in  the  impostors  who  visit  certain  talooks  in  the 
district  to  impose  on  them  and  induce  them  to  undergo  the  operation, 
asserting  that  the  process  of  inoculation  is  genuine  and  the  one  truly 
adapted  to  ward  off  the  disease.  This  being  a  prophylactic  against 
small-pox,  they  undervalue  vaccination,  and  call  it  a  perverted  prac- 
tice. When  visiting  the  Talook  of  Royachoty,  I  was  informed  of  thLs, 
but  the  inhabitants  would  not  tell  who  the  people  were,  nor  do  the 
Village  Officials  know,  who,  in  fact,  deny  all  knowledge  of  the  matter. 
It  is  thus  that  the  people  are  misled,  and  when  they  once  give  way  to 
such  notions,  it  is  difficult  to  eradicate  them  either  by  persuasion,  expla- 
nation, or  remonstrance.  It  is  also  a  matter  of  great  surprise  to  hear  from 
the  people  that  the  inoculators  begin  their  operations  with  certain 
ceremonies  and  incantations  suited  to  the  minds  of  the  superstitious,  and 
at  the  dead  of  night,  lest  they  should  be  betrayed.  After  performing 
the  usual  operations  on  the  wrist,  they  make  some  "  Puja"  or  supphca- 
tion  to  the  Goddess  "  Gawjamina"  in  the  presence  of  the  parents  of 
the  subjects,  and  spiinkle  cocoanut- water  with  Margosa  leaves,  uttering 
some  spells  of  magic,  and  assuring  them  that  as  many  di'ops  as  were 
spilt  by  the  sprinkling  on  the  body,  so  many  vesicles  will  be  produced 
by  the  inoculation.  In  addition  to  this,  they  enjoin  a  peculiar  diet,  a 
perverted  observance  of  hygiene,  and  superstitious  rites  for  the  subjects 
during  the  subsequent  period  of  the  comj^letion  of  the  process.  I  did 
my  best  to  convince  the  people  that  they  were  imposed  on,  and  that 
the  process  of  inoculation  which  was  practised  by  the  impostors  will, 
instead  of  doing  good,  invite  mortality  amongst  them.  They  appear 
to  have  been  bound  by  an  oath  not  to  divulge  the  operators  and  their 
names,  and,  whatever  bo  the  inducement  offered  to  them,  they  will  not 
reveal  it  for  fear  that  they  as  well  as  the  impostors  will  be  punished. 
There  is  another  difficulty  in  getting  at  the  true  names  of  the  parents,  for 
they  give  such  as  to  admit  any  number  of  aliases  of  their  own  as  well  as 
those  of  their  offsprings.    Honco  errors  have  crept  in  the  names  marked

in  the  Registei*  of  the  Vaccinators ;  these  were,  however,  afterwards 
corrected.  Most  of  the  Talook  authorities  do  not  arouse  the  village 
Officials  to  the  due  appreciation  of  the  boou  conferred  by  vaccination, 
and  it  is  a  mattei'  of  much  regret  to  observe  that  they  are  also  more  or 
less  ignorant  and  superstitious.  It  often  happens  that  when  one  is 
ready  to  undergo  the  operation  after  much  inducement  on  our  part, 
another,  in  no  way  connected  with  the  person,  comes  up  and  instils  into 
the  minds  of  the  parents  an  unfounded  fear  that  the  operation  is  jDro- 
ductive  of  malignant  effects,  and  the  parents  often  withdraw  the 
subjects  before  they  are  vaccinated.  Reports  from  the  Vaccine  Depart- 
ment against  such  Village  authorities  are  treated  by  the  Tahsildars 
with  much  indifference,  sometimes  di-opping  the  matter  altogether. 
The  praiseworthy  conduct  of  the  Village  Munsiff  of  Yerraguntla- 
kota,  in  the  Pullampet  Talook,  deserves  special  notice,  and  if  all  the 
Village  Officials  were  as  sensible  to  the  benefits  of  vaccination  and  as 
co-operative  with  the  staff,  much  good  would  be  derived  through- 
out the  district.  This  Munsiff,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  under 
report,  heard  that  the  staff  was  working  in  the  adjacent  villages,  and 
sent  a  cart  to  the  Vaccinators,  with  a  request  to  come  up  to  the  village, 
as  he  could  get  several  subjects.  It  gave  me  much  pleasure  to  observe 
that  nearly  the  whole  of  the  villagers  were  collected  together,  and 
more  than  200  subjects  were  produced  and  operated  on.  In  the  village, 
where  vaccination  was  conducted  with  persuasion  and  remonstrance 
during  the  last  year,  the  prejudice  and  superstition  is  now  gradually 
dispersing,  and  we  long  for  the  day  when,  as  they  emerge  from  ignor- 
ance;, they  will  appreciate  vaccination.  I  brought  these  obstacles  to  the 
notice  of  the  Collector,  requesting  him  to  issue  a  Notification  to  the 
Talook  and  village  authorities  to  render  their  necessary  and  reasonable 
aid  to  spread  vaccination,  and,  as  he  is  known  to  be  much  interested  in 
the  matter,  I  believe  he  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  remedy  the 
evil.  It  seems  that  some  mortality  had  occmn-ed  in  Royachoty  and 
Voilpaud  Talooksfrom  the  effects  of  small-pox,  the  cause  of  which  may 
be  chiefly  attributed  to  the  nefarious  practice  of  inoculation  practised 
by  impostors.  For  the  wide  and  effectual  spread  of  vaccination,  there 
appears  to  be  a  good  remedy,  which,  if  countenanced  by  Government, 
will  no  doubt  remove  every  obstacle.  If  recourse  to  compulsory  means 
be  allowed,  the  people,  for  whose  welfare  and  safety  so  much  beneficence 
has  been  bestowed  by  the  ruling  power,  will  duly  appreciate  it,  and 
the  exertions  of  the  staff  will,  on  all  sides,  be  crowned  with  success. 
Perhaps  it  may  be  argued,  that  the  sanction  of  such  compulsory  means 
is  not  compatible  with  justice ;  but  when  enactments  have  been  made  to 
enforce  labour  from  the  people  in  case  of  breach  of  tank-bunds,  &c., 
and  also  to  prevent  the  spread  of  venereal  contagion,  we  see  that  the 
Government  had  in  view  the  welfare  of  the  community    It  is  with  the 
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view  of  suppressing  the  infectious  disease  of  small-pox  tliat  Government 
established  the  Vaccine  Department,  and  remembering  that  vaccination 
is  the  only  remedy  against  small-pox,  and  that  this  was  the  conviction 
when  the  process  was  introduced  into  India,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a 
Legislative  enactment  will  further  the  unmolested  and  speedy  spread 
of  vaccination,  and  it  ia  with  that  hope  that  compulsory  vaccination  is 
suggested.  If  this  should  not  meet  with  the  approbation  of  Govern- 
ment, the  only  other  means  of  gaining  a  step  in  the  cause  of  vaccina- 
tion lies  in  constraining  the  people  of  a  village,  where  small-pox 
prevails,  to  isolate  those  who  are  infected  mth  the  disease  from  the 
rest,  and  to  keep  them  outside  the  village  till  they  are  cured.  They 
will  then  perceive  the  necessity  of  vaccination  and  avail  themselves  of  it 
at  once,  for  they  will  then  be  freed  from  the  painful  duty  of  separating 
themselves  from  their  relatives,  and  the  consequent  increase  of  vacci- 
nation will  proportionately  decrease  the  spread  of  small -pox. 

Though  no  ill-effects  resulted  during  the  progress  of  the  vaccine 
disease,  yet,  I  have  seen  a  few  vesicles  ulcerated  a  little,  owing  to  the 
application  of  irritating  substances  over  it  with  the  avowed  intention  of 
depriving  the  staff  of  arm  lymph.  The  weather  has  in  no  way  changed 
the  genuiue  vitality  of  the  lymph.  In  some  places  the  people  object  to 
giving  arm  lymph,  and  on  that  account  they  even  refuse  to  appear  for 
inspection,  lest  lymph  should  be  taken  from  them.  When  once  the 
scab  is  saturated  with  fresh  lymph,  and  is  carefully  preserved,  it  retains 
its  vitality  for  a  long  time,  and  is  almost  as  efficacious  as  arm-to-arm 
operation,  thereby  saving  batta-money,  which  has  not  cost  more  than 
a  rupee  for  the  whole  year.  The  number  of  subjects  vaccinated  under 
one  year  is  220.  Four  cases  were  obsei'ved  in  the  district,  where  a 
mild  and  very  modified  form  of  small-pox  seized  individuals  who  had 
been  vaccinated  in  previous  years. 

The  want  of  a  peon  is  much  felt,  and  disturbs  the  due  transaction  of 
business.  This  I  remarked  in  my  last  Report,  and  it  is  again  requested 
that  it  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government.  Again,  where  small- 
pox prevails,  the  attendance  of  the  staff  is  urgently  required,  and 
though,  in  some  cases,  travelling  by  Railway  expedites  the  journey,  it 
is  very  difficult  for  the  Vaccinators  who  draw  10  and  18  rupees  a 
month  to  meet  the  expenses  thereby  incurred.  If,  as  in  other  depart- 
ments, these  be  allowed  to  travel  free  of  Railway  fares,  it  will  tend 
greatly  to  facilitate  our  work. 
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4.— GANJAM  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  C.  Prasadha  Row. 

Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  "Vaccinators. 

Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,532-0-11. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-12-2. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  3,328. 
Per-centage  of  success,  84-314. 

This  district  comprises  three  talooks,  with  an  area  of  1,941  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  504,074. 

I  beg  to  report  that  the  opposition  met  with  in  this  district,  men- 
tioned in  my  last  Report,  was,  in  a  great  measure,  overcome,  and  many 
were  vaccinated.  After  the  recess  I  visited  Berhampore  and  its  adjoin- 
ing villages,  and  with  my  staff'  I  worked  there  up  to  the  end  of  August. 
The  rainy  season  having  set  in  early  in  September,  the  Vaccinators 
wertj  sent  to  Chicacole  and  worked  in  and  about  Nurasunnapett  Talook, 
where  I  also  went,  but  the  prevalence  of  cholera  interfered  greatly 
with  our  operations.  In  some  places  the  people  were  hard  to  deal 
with,  especially  about  Chicacole  and  its  suburbs.  The  people  now 
accept  vaccination  as  an  established  institution,  but  still,  there  is  much 
indiff"erence  shown  to  it ;  but  assisted  by  village  heads,  we  hope  to 
succeed.  Vaccination  is  tolerated  by  the  people  from  the  impression 
that  it  is  the  desire  of  Government  that  this  should  be  practised,  and 
that  they  cannot  avoid  it.  But  where  it  is  known  that  it  is  not  com- 
pulsory, direct  opposition  is  the  result,  and  the  efforts  of  the  staff  are 
then  useless.  For  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years  vaccination  has  been 
carried  on  here,  and  much  has  been  done  to  enable  them  to  appreciate 
it,  but  still  they  keep  aloof  It  is  hence  apparent  that  compulsory 
vaccination  is  much  needed,  which  will  save  the  time  spent  in  unprofit- 
able negotiations. 

The  number  vaccinated  by  the  Government  establishment  shows  an 
increase  of  2,082  cases. 

There  is  a  great  difficulty  in  keeping  up  the  lymph.  Vaccinated 
children  leave  the  village  before  the  week  is  out,  or  are  concealed  by 
the  parents  for  fear  of  lymph  being  taken  from  them.  The  recent  order 
of  the  Superintendent-General  to  do  away  with  giving  batta  to  mothers 
of  vaccinated  children  is  very  hard,  and  I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be 
done  away  with,  for  when  dried  lymph  is  used  many  failures  result, 
and  the  people  object  to  vaccine  virus  being  taken  from  the  arms  of 
children,  under  the  impression  that  it  will  weaken  them  in  bodily 
strength.  After  all,  it  is  no  great  hardship  to  take  a  child  with  its 
parent  to  a  distance  of  a  mile  or  two,  as  the  parent  receives  batta,  and 
the  child  sweetmeats,  &c.  Even  when  paid  they  refuse  to  give  virus 
from  the  arms  of  their  children  ;  and  hence  the  system  of  paying  batta 
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cannot  be  dispensed  with.  The  lymph  is  good,  and  there  have  been  no 
irregularities  in  the  vaccine  disease.  The  year  was  marked  by  a  preva- 
lence of  a  severe  epidemic  of  cholera.  This  disease  made  its  appearance 
here  in  April :  for  the  first  two  months  it  was  scarcely  perceptible  ;  but, 
on  the  approach  of  the  rainy  season,  it  began  to  spread  with  marked 
vigour,  and  it  is  still  lingering  in  some  parts  of  Nurasunnapett  Talook. 

Hill  Tracts  of  Orissa,  Ganjam  Disteict. 

Superintendent,  G.  Lutchmennarsiah  (Officiating). 
Establishment,  six  Ist-class  Vaccinators  only. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,228-1-1. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-13-6. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  2,G32. 
Per-centage  of  success,  84"234. 

This  tract  is  undefined.  I  assumed  charge  from  ray  predecessor 
F.  Chinnasawmy  in  October  1869. 

The  total  number  vaccinated  by  the  stafi"  during  the  past  year  was 
2,632  with  more  success  than  was  expected.  Each  Vaccinator,  either 
when  operating  or  securing  lymph,  is  considered  to  have  had  much 
experience  in  the  Vaccine  Department.  As  a  whole  the  staff  did  their 
duties  well,  though  they  variably  differ  in  the  satisfactory  discharge 
of  their  duties.  In  January  18(59  the  operations  were  carried  on 
in  the  following  talooks : — Merecotta,  Kuttunga,  Baviruyagam, 
Goddapoor,  Sreerampore,  Soovaruaghere,  Kothugada,  Sokkaband, 
Gottigada,  Buthungee,  Turume,  and  Russelconda.  In  these  places 
great  difficulties  were  met  with  in  the  performance  of  our  duties.  The 
fact  of  the  dreadful  journey  to  Balligada  with  the  Collector  of  the 
District  struck  such  terror  into  the  minds  of  the  Vaccinators  that  they 
were  unwilling  to  proceed  to  work  in  that  place,  contemplating  that 
they  would  suffer  great  calamities  as  soon  as  they  breathed  there ;  and 
I  would  request  that  competent  persons,  who  can  communicate  their 
ideas  in  the  orya  language,  be  appointed  to  work  there  permanently, 
so  that  vaccination  may  be  speedily  propagated,  as  these  hills  are  fre- 
quently over-run  by  savage  and  rude  inoculators  from  the  neighbouring 
States  of  Cuttack,  who,  having  been  accustomed  to  receive  something 
from  the  Khonds,  irregularly  operate  and  disappear,  fearing  that  they 
would  otherwise  be  stoned  to  death.  The  disease  of  small-pox  is 
prevailing  at  present  at  Chinna  Kimedy,  a  Zomindary  Estate,  where  no 
Vaccinator  is  employed  by  the  Zemindar.  During  the  year  lympli  was 
five  times  supplied  to  the  Zillah  Surgeon,  Cuttack,  four  times  to  the 
Apothecary  at  Russelcondah,  and  often  to  the  Medical  Subordinates  at 
Berhampore. 
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6.— QODAVERY  DISTRICT. 

Superintendent,  K.  Parthasaradhij  ojEciating. 

Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-clas3  Vaccinators. 

Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,202-5-1. 

Value  of  each  case  vaccinated.  Rupees  0-3-8. 

Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  9,603. 

Per-centage  of  success,  84"692. 

This  district  comprises  nine  talooks,  with  an  area  of  6,719  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  12,22,339. 

The  following  Return  exhibits  the  work  of  twelve  months,  from 
1st  January  to  31st  December  1S69.  Of  this  period  the  recess  extended 
over  three  months,  and  the  remaining  nine  were  spent  in  active 
itineration  over  the  district.  Of  these  twelve  months,  eight  were 
passed  under  the  superintendence  of  Goolam  Roza,  who  was  relieved 
by  me  on  the  1st  September.  There  is  a  decrease  of  4,983  operations 
this  year,  which  may  be  attributed  to  the  small  number  of  Vaccinators 
who  worked  this  year,  while  in  1868  there  were  twenty-one  Vaccinators. 
During  the  first  five  months  of  this  year,  only  six  2nd-class  Vaccinators 
were  attached  to  this  district,  and  the  other  posts  were  left  vacant. 
On  entering  on  my  duties,  I  divided  the  remaining  villages  of  the 
talook,  that  were  left  unvisited  by  the  Vaccinators,  into  five  groups, 
and  set  apart  two  Vaccinators  to  each.  The  staff"  was  thus  scattered 
and  having  a  limited  number  of  villages,  each  were  able  to  visit  every 
part  of  the  village  given  them.  I  myself  went  daily  into  the  villages, 
explaining  to  the  people  the  benefits  of  vaccination,  and  inspecting  the 
work  of  my  Vaccinators.  On  the  7th  October  I  removed  my  head- 
quarters to  Peddapoor  Talook,  which  is  sixty  miles  from  Umlapore. 
On  my  arrival  there  I  divided  the  Vaccinators  into  three  groups 
assigning  three  Vaccinators  to  each.  In  this  way  I  completed  many- 
villages  in  the  talook.  As  some  of  the  villages  of  Ramachendrapore 
Talook  are  adjacent  to  these,  I  began  to  carry  ono  perations  from  the 
1.5th  November  in  these  also. 

Having  had  charge  of  the  district  for  only  four  months,  a  retrospect 
of  my  work  must  necessarily  be  brief  I  am  now  making  myself 
acquainted  with  the  best  method  of  working  in  this  locality.  From 
an  experience  of  four  years  and  three  months  in  this  department,  and 
an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  people  of  Northern  Circars,  I  may- 
narrate  the  obstructions  to  vaccination  in  the  following  few  words  :  

Ignorance,  carelessness,  and  obstinacy — no  religious  prejudice  exists 
except  among  the  most  ignorant — and  hence,  I  see  no  reason  why 
vaccination  should  not  bo  compulsory.  In  the  absence  of  any  law 
enforcing  vaccination,  much  may  bo  done  by  Tahsildars  and  other  Native 
Officials  by  subjecting  their  own  children  to  the  operation  as  a  sort  of 
timulus  to  the  others.   I  am  sorry  to  say  that  even  well  educated  people

here  often  present  frivolous  excuscs  to  shirk  the  work.  Nothing  short  of 
Legislative  enactment  can  meet  this  diflSculty  successfully.  Educated 
men  not  only  refuse  giving  lymph  from  the  arms  of  their  own  children, 
but  often  interrupt  our  taking  it  from  the  arms  of  their  servants  and 
friends.  How  long  the  department  can  cope  with  such  difficulties  and 
still  keep  up  vaccination  is  quite  a  problem.  Instead  of  solving  it, 
I  must  beg  to  state  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  make  a  rule  to 
get  lymph  from  every  successfully  vaccinated  subject.  The  Village 
Officials  also  are  not  so  hearty  in  their  co-operation  as  before,  since  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Revenue,  No,  4,461,  dated  21st  June 
1869,  has  been  put  into  force.  When  we  request  their  company  from 
street  to  street,  they  beg  to  be  excused,  stating  that  they  have  no 
right  to  interfere,  but  must  only  inspect  the  lists  left  by  the  Vaccina- 
tors. Whenever  these  officials  show  an  indifference  to  vaccination,  the 
villagers  follow  their  example  and  liide  their  children.  In  the  few 
Aallages  where  the  headmen  have  given  their  best  aid,  many  children 
were  vaccinated,  and  all  prejudices  yield  before  these  officials.  Hence 
I  most  obediently  beg  that  the  officials  be  compelled  to  render  every 
assistance  to  the  Vaccinators. 

As  vaccination  is  at  present  optional,  I  beg  to  state  that  the  present 
method  of  itineration,  explanation,  and  careful  supervision  appear  to 
be  the  best  means  of  spreading  vaccination  just  now,  and  for  its 
better  success,  the  people  must  become  moi-e  enlightened,  and  vaccina- 
tion be  a  customary  thing  j  even  here  a  little  help  from  the  officials 
will  go  a  good  way  in  hastening  its  general  adoption.  No  ill-effects 
have  resulted  from  unsuccessful  vaccination,  and  nothing  irregular  has 
occurred  in  the  progress  of  the  vaccine  disease.  The  quality  and 
action  of  the  lymph  has  been  good,  the  vesicles  being  large,  well 
formed,  and  distinct,  leaving  well  marked  cicatrices,  I  neither  saw 
anything  in  the  District  Gazettes  about  the  spread  of  small-pox  in  the 
talooks,  nor  have  I  heard  of  it  from  the  time  I  took  charge.  We 
generally  expect  this  epidemic  in  the  Northern  Circars  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  hot  season,  and  even  then  rather  mild. 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age  shows  an 
increase  of  101.  Had  the  parents  presented  their  young  ones  cheer- 
fully, we  should  have  shown  a  larger  increase,  especially  in  this  rude 
part  where  the  parents  seldom  allow  us  to  vaccinate  children  below 
five  or  six  months  of  age.  The  statement  that  the  symptoms  of  vac- 
cination are  severer  in  infants  than  in  grown  up  persons  is,  I  think 
contrary  to  medical  experience.  No  instance  of  small-pox  after 
unmistakeable  vaccination  cameundcr  ray  notice  from  the  time  I  assumed 
charge,  and  no  cases  having  unmistakeable  marks  of  sraall-pox  were 
vaccinated. 

•  Although  I  am  obliged  to  pay  for  cart-hire,  &c.,  for  removing  the 
official  records  from  my  small  salary  as  Officiating  Superintendent, 
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yet,  I  should  like  some  one  to  watcli  them,  and  I  have  been  delayed 
on  several  occasions  in  both  receiving  and  despatching  official  covers  ; 
consequently  I  most  respectfully  beg  that  a  peon  be  attached  to  this 
district. 


7,— KISTNA  DISTRICT. 

Superintendent,  C.  Singaravaloo,  No.  671,  Hospital  Assistant. 

Establishment,  fom-  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 

Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,332-13-0. 

Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-3-7. 

Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  10,323. 

Per-centage  of  success,  95'398. 

This  district  comprises  eleven  talooks,  with  an  ai'ea  of  6,692  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,027,983. 

The  accompanying  Return  exhibits  the  result  of  vaccine  operations 
from  the  1st  January  to  the  31st  December  1869.  Of  this  period  nine 
months  were  spent  in  itineration,  and  the  recess  extended  over  the 
remaining  three.  There  is  an  increase  of  36  operations  over  the 
previous  year. 

I  shall  give  a  brief  sketch  of  the  manner  in  which  the  operations 
were  carried  on  during  the  year.  In  January  my  head- quarters  was 
at  Gooraza,  in  the  Groodwadah  Talook,  the  work  here  fell  to  some  extent 
on  account  of  the  celebrated  feast  (Sunkorandy),  and  from  thence  I 
removed  to  Kykalore,  a  sub-division  of  the  Goodwadah  Talook,  where 
much  work  was  done.  The  Deputy  Collector,  Balakistnarow  Guru, 
gave  me  every  assistance  necessary,  and  I  succeeded  in  operat- 
ing on  the  people  in  the  Islands  of  the  Colair  Lake ;  my  thanks  are 
due  to  him.  In  the  month  of  March  I  removed  head-quarters 
to  Guimavarum,  a  sub-division  of  Bezwarah  Talook,  where  opposition 
was  met  with  in  almost  every  village  we  visited,  and  inoculation 
extensively  practised.  In  several  villages  my  Vaccinators  experienced 
demands  for  inoculation,  and  they  tried  to  introduce  vaccination 
instead,  but  failed  ;  and  here  also  the  work  fell.  In  April,  May,  and  June 
my  head-quai-ters  was  at  Bezwarah.  The  weather  during  these  three 
months  was  very  hot,  and  almost  all  the  Vaccinators,  who  were  directed 
to  work  in  other  talooks,  suffered  from  dysentery,  fever,  &c.  In  July 
the  establishment  was  removed  to  Nundigama,  in  the  Nundigaraa 
Talook.  No  village  here  was  visited  by  a  Vaccinator  previously,  and 
the  villagers  were  quite  ignorant  of  our  operations.  But  though  it 
was  difl&cult  to  be  introduced  at  first,  the  work  done  here  was  very  fair. 
I  sent  to  a  village  called  Anagasageram  where  some  inoculators  had 
recently  operated,  and  on  inquiry,  I  heard  from  the  Village  authorities 
that  1 78  persons  were  inoculated,  while  one  of  them  died  of  it  subse- 
quently.   I  inspected  every  case  except  a  few.  Twenty  were  severely 
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attacked  with  the  small-pox,  five  of  whom  were  in  a  very  dangerous 
state,  and  the  remaining  had  a  mild  attack.   I  immediately  brought  this 
to  the  notice  of  the  Officiating  Collector,  Kistna  District,  and  requested 
him  to  punish  the  inoculators,  when  he  replied  that  inoculation  was 
not  punishable  under  any  law.     If  these,  then,  can  be  carried  on 
with  impunity,  how  can  we  carry  on  vaccination  effectually  ?  The 
people  who  dwell  in  the  interior  part  of  the  district  are  very  indifferent, 
and  do  not  believe  in  the  prophylactic  agency  of  vaccination  against 
small-pox,  but  in  inoculation,  which  is  extensively  practised.   In  August 
I  shifted  head-quarters  to  Penakunchamapooloo,  a  large  village  in  the 
Nundigama  Talook.     We  daily  visited  two  or  three  villages,  and  met 
with  much  opposition,  as  the  people  were  totally  ignorant  of  the  benefits 
of  vaccination;  hence  little  work  was  done  here.    In  this  month  I 
divided  my  staff  into  two  batches,  agreeably  to  Memorandum  No.  745, 
dated  1st  July  1869,  from  the  Superintendent-General  of  Vaccination.  I 
always  visited  these  batches,  but  small  numbers  were  obtained,  due, 
I  believe,  to  the  ignorance  of  the  people.    Hitherto  I  was  in  the  habit 
of  visiting  the  villages  with  my  whole  staff ;  but  I  should  mention,  that 
I  never  had  the  whole  staff  on  account  of  the  frequent  applications 
I  received  from  Medical  Officers  who  required  the  services  of  Vaccinators. 
The  people  of  this  village  require  vaccination  only  dui'ing  the  prevalence 
of  small-pox.    In  the  end  of  August  I  removed  to  Ea-osoor,  in  Suttana- 
pully  Talook,  where  the  Tahsildar  gave  me  no  assistance ;  but  the  work 
was  carried  on  pretty  fairly.     I  brought  the  conduct  of  the  Tahsildar 
to  the  notice  of  the  Ofiiciating  Collector,  who  directed  him  to  render 
rae  every  necessary  assistance ;  even  then  it  was  difficult  to  get  good 
numbers.   In  November  my  head-quarters  was  shifted  to  Nursurowpett, 
in  the  Nursurowpett  Talook.    Here  I  found  the  Tahsildar,  P.  T.  Raga- 
vachaui'loo  Guru,  who  greatly  interested  himself  in  our  work,  and  set  a 
good  example  by  getting  his  own  child  vaccinated.    My  thanks  are  due 
to  him  for  the  very  efiicient  assistance  he  rendered  us.  In  December  we 
removed  to  Rajapett,  where  we  did  good  work. 

Small-pox  prevailed  during  the  year  in  the  Talooks  of  Repully,  Gun- 
toor,  Nundigama,  Palnad,  Bunder,  and  Nursurowpett.  Applications 
were  obtained  from  all  the  above-mentioned  talooks,  and  I  instantly 
directed  my  Assistants  to  those  localities  with  ample  supplies  of  lymph, 
when  the  disease  was  arrested  to  a  gi'eat  extent.  The  Vaccinator,  R. 
N  ursimooloo,  N  o.  32,  sent  to  Nursurowpett  Talook,  reported  that  a  vacci- 
nated case  had  an  attack  of  small-pox  on  the  sixth  day  after  the  operation. 
In  this  case  small-pox  was  prevailing  in  and  about  the  adjoining  houses. 
It  may,  therefore,  be  clearly  seen  that  at  the  time  of  operation  small-pox 
was  latent  in  the  system  of  this  child.  The  best  suggestions  that  I  can 
give  for  the  effectual  spread  of  vaccination  are  ns  follows  : — 
(a.) — Vaccination  should  be  compulsory. 
(6.) — Inoculation  prua). 
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If  these  two  acts  be  introduced,  I  have  no  doubt  that  vaccination 
will  be  attended  with  success,  and  many  souls  will  be  saved  from  the 
.  dire  effects  of  small-pox.  The  Officiating  Collector,  J.  A.  C.  Boswell, 
Esqurie,  gave  me  every  assistance,  and  my  humble  thanks  are  due  to 
him.  If  other  Divisional  and  Revenue  Officers  followed  the  example 
set  by  this  gentleman,  our  woi-k  would  command  more  success.  I 
observed  no  irregularities  in  the  progress  of  the  vaccine  disease  nor 
any  ill-effect  resulting  from  vaccination. 

The  number  vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age  was  1,422,  of  which 
1,350  were  successful  and  72  unsuccessful.  No  case  of  small- pox  after 
unmistakeable  vaccination  came  under  my  notice.  Amount  of  money 
expended  as  batta  was  Rupees  0-6-0.  Twenty-three  capillary  tubes 
were  charged  with  vaccine  lymph  and  supplied  to  Medical  and  other 
Officers  during  the  year.  I  pointed  out  the  inconveniences  experienced 
from  the  want  of  a  peon  for  the  district  in  my  last  Report.  Cart-hire 
paid  by  me  during  the  year  for  removing  the  records,  &c.,  was  50  rupees. 
This  is  a  great  loss  to  me,  and  I  beg  of  the  Superintendent-General  to 
recommend  a  small  amount  of  money  to  cover  cart-hire,  &c.,  and 
also  the  services  of  a  peon  on  a  salary  of  6  rupees  per  mensem  to  be 
attached  to  this  district. 


8.— KURNOOL  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  Mir  Nuzzer  Ali. 

Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,073-13-10. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated.  Rupees  0-14-7J. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  2,271. 
Per-centage  of  success,  85*777. 

This  district  comprises  eight  talooks,  with  an  area  of  7,470  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  7,70,857. 

The  itinerating  season  extends  over  nine  months,  and  the  recess 
includes  the  remaining  three.  Four  talooks  were  inspected  in  the 
following  manner  : — In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  a  half  of  Ramal- 
cotta  and  a  half  of  Nundicotkoor  Talooks  were  completed.  As  cholera 
broke  out  in  the  Ramalcotta  Talook,  the  other  half  was  not  finished,  and 
by  the  time  the  half  of  Nuudicotkoor  Talook  was  done,  the  recess  com- 
menced, and  the  staff  was  broken  up.  Each  Vaccinator  (eight  in  number) 
being  posted  to  the  cushbah  town  of  each  talook  while  the  head-quarters 
was  removed  to  the  town  of  Kurnool.  The  sanctioned  staff  was  never 
complete  throughout  the  whole  year,  however,  the  Nundial  Talook  aud 
about  two-thirds  of  the  Sirwell  and  Koilcontla  Talooks  were  traversed, 
and  several  villages  at  Bigunpully,  an  independent  Principality,  near 
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450  square  miles,  -were  visited.    There  is  an  increase  of  1,457  over  the 
five  montlis'  incumbency  during  the  year  18G8. 

There  are  many  obstructions  to  the  spread  of  vaccination,  and  one  or  - 
two  of  great  consequence  are  here  described.  The  first  and  greatest  is 
the  unfortunate  knowledge  possessed  by  all,  rich  or  poor,  educated  or 
illiterate,  that  vaccination  is  optional  and  not  compulsory;  2nd,  the 
obstruction  due  to  religious  prejudices,  small-pox  being  -worshipped 
under  the  designation  "  Humvmvaroo,"  and  its  approach  and  visit  is 
a  sort  of  enjoyment  to  the  population  ;  but  when  its  ravages  are  great, 
they  flee  to  the  jungles,  cursing  themselves  for  their  folly  in  not 
worshipping  it  sufficiently,  and  thus  raising  its  present  wrath.  These 
prejudices  are  due  to  ignorance,  and  all  disbelieve  the  efficacy  of 
vaccination,  and^there  is  everywhere  a  tardiness  to  submit  themselves 
to  the  operation. 

3rd,  the  short  stay  of  the  staff  and  head-quarters  in  any  locality  is 
another  evil  towards  its  general  adoption,  as  only  a  few  can  be  operated 
on  at  a  time,  and  we  cannot  afford  a  long  stay  to  wait  for  any  general 
rising  in  favour  of  vaccination,  raised  tardily  perhaps  by  our  united 
efforts  in  convincing  both  ignorant  and  educated  of  the  benefits  of 
vaccination.  The  Brahmins  are  the  chief  in  refusing  to  be  operated, 
and  being  generally  influential  as  Village  Officials,  and  educated,  they 
comma,nd  considerable  attention,  and  while  they  openly  pretend  to 
favour  it,  they  secretly  strive  to  undermine  its  propagation  so  as  not 
to  ruin  their  priestly  influence.  They  are  the  first  to  send  away 
persons  so  as  to  shirk  vaccination,  to  prove  which,  I  would  refer  to  the 
Register  of  Vaccination,  where  out  of  2,000  cases  scarcely  twentj'  will 
be  found  to  be  Brahmins,  and  even  these  do  so  from  necessity  to  obtain 
certificates  to  appear  at  the  Uncovenanted  Civil  Service  Examinations. 
The  next  opposing  sect  is  the  Mahomedans.  These  are  so  mixed  up 
with  the  Hindus  that  they  have  adopted  nearly  all  the  manners  and 
customs  of  the  Hindus.  To  avoid  vaccination  they  call  out  "  Qosha" 
and  pay  no  attention  to  what  is  explained  to  them ;  being  so  much  against 
it  as  to  prevent  even  the  approach  of  a  Vaccinator,  attacking  him  on 
pretence  of  corrupting  their  "  Gosha,"  and  co-operating  with  the  Brahmins 
to  prosecute  them  for  trespass.  The  remainder  also  object  to  it,  among 
whom  the  "  Commeties"  discountenance  it  entirely,  while  the  poor 
desei-t  their  homes  and  take  refuge  in  fields,  so'as  to  avoid  it,  with  the 
exception  of  the  bolder  few,  who,  at  the  instigation  of  the  wealthy, 
prepare  to  attack  the  Vaccinators.  Throughout  the  whole  year,  scarcely 
a  month  passed  without  having  three  or  four  cases  of  assault  on  Vacci- 
nators. All  could  not  be  prosecuted  for  want  of  witnesses  to  prove  the 
deed  ;  six  of  them  were  brought  before  a  Magistrate,  when  four  were 
fined  and  imprisoned,  one  was  severely  reprimanded,  and  one  is  still 
under  investigation. 
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Throughout  the  year  the  presence  of  small-pox  was  only  once  oiHci- 
ally  coinmunicated,  and  immediate  relief  was  despatched  to  the  place, 
but  to  no  purpose  ;  for  the  people  willingly  suffered  from  the  diseases 
rather  than  tolerate  vaccination.  Unless  Legislative  interference  is 
put  into  action,  I  believe  no  material  progress  will  result  in  this  dis- 
trict. Although  various  plans  have  been  adopted  to  explain  the  bene- 
fits of  vaccination,  no  advantages  have  as  yet  been  reaped ;  andj  as  the 
indifference  of  the  people  endangers  not  only  their  own  lives,  but  those 
of  the  community  at  large,  I  think  it  highly  desirable  that  a  comjml- 
soiy  enactment  should  be  adopted,  and  the  paternal  position  of  a  Gov- 
ernment is  no  where  so  strong  as  in  the  cause  of  vaccination,  for  when 
ignorant  childi'en  refuse  the  beneficial  influence  of  medicine,  paternal 
authority  should  enforce  its  adoption. 

No  irregularities  were  noticed  in  the  progress  of  vaccination  ;  but  a 
difficulty  lies  in  the  method  of  performing  the  operation,  and  by  the  time 
one  arm  is  completed  and  another  taken  up,  the  vaccinated  arm  is 
wiped,  so  that  the  lymph  inserted  may  have  no  efi'ect  on  the  system. 
When  a  case  is  unsuccessful,  it  is  not  re-vaccinated,  and  while  the 
child  is  thus  subject  to  an  attack  of  small-pox,  the  parents  and  neigh- 
bours find  opportunities  to  encourage  its  non-adoption. 

I  obsei-ved  no  ill-efiects  resulting  from  vaccination,  but  unfoi'tunately 
should  a  death  occur  after  vaccination — be  the  cause  what  it  may — it 
is  at  once  attributed  to  its  deleterious  influences. 

About  343  subjects  were  vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age,  of  whom 
289  proved  successful.  Needles  were  the  only  vaccinating  instruments 
used  throughout. 

The  District  Collector,  T.  A.  N.  Chase,  Esquire,  takes  great  interest 
in  vaccination,  and  was  always  glad  to  render  me  every  assistance.  In 
February,  at  my  request,  he  granted  a  general  takeed  calling  on  all  the 
Tahsildars  and  Heads  of  Villages  to  explain  to  the  people  the  benefits 
of  vaccination,  and  to  introduce  the  practice  in  their  suburbs.  In 
October  he  again  published  a  Notice  in  the  District  Gazette  that  aU 
Revenue  Officers  should  assist  the  Vaccine  Department,  and  try  to  per- 
suade the  people  to  avail  themselves  of  the  gratuitous  blessings  aftbrded 
them.  In  accordance  with  these  instructions  the  District  Ofiicials  did 
render  me  gi-eat  assistance  in  front  of  me  ;  but,  seeing  it  was  of  little 
consequence,  they  suggested  that  a  compulsory  enactment  was  neces- 
sary. In  February  the  District  Collector  himself  witnessed  the  diflSi- 
culties  the  department  underwent  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties. 
Instances  of  small-pox  after  unmistakeable  vaccination,  or  of  any  second 
attack  of  small-pox  never  came  under  my  notice.  The  people  of  this 
di.strict,  though  understanding  the  nature  of  small-pox,  attribute  any 
eruption  to  "  Hummavaroo." 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  Vaccine  Department,  unlike 
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others,  has  its  members  unpaid  for  travelling  expenses.  The  Educa- 
tional, Police,  Revenue  Survey,  Demarcation,  Engineering,  and  other 
departments  receive  travelling  allowance,  and  there  is  no  greater  tra- 
velling which  they  do  that  the  Vaccine  does  not  undergo,  and  yet  the 
latter  receive  no  travelling  allowance.  Any  of  the  above  department 
members  are  but  posted  in  one  station,  and  are  to  look  after  a  certain 
limited  portion  in  a  district,  whereas  our  department  is  neither  located 
in  a  single  place  nor  has  it  to  look  after  any  limited  portion  of  the 
district,  but  moves  through  the  whole. 

It  may  be  urged  that  the  work  of  the  department  is  very  simple, 
merely  to  make  six  insertions;  but  they  forget  the  number  of  six 
insertions  that  are  to  be  made,  and  the  attention  to  be  paid  to  those 
six  insertions  for  ten  days,  with  or  without  success  perhaps,  and  the 
anxiety  to  obtain  lymph  and  subjects  to  be  vaccinated.  Add  to  this 
the  greater  amount  of  travelling  to  fish  up  every  he  and  she  from  every 
nook  and  crook  ;  then  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  is  neither  easy  nor 
agreeable,  and  the  payment  for  the  work  itself  is  not  over-remunera- 
tive, to  which  if  the  extra  travelling  expenses  be  added,  the  advantages 
will  not  appear  very  great.  Besides  these  expenses,  there  is  the  duty 
to  carry  records,  &c.,  of  a  regular  establishment  from  place  to  place,  and 
a  person  to  communicate  orders,  &c.,  to  different  places  (for  we  lack  a 
peon).  The  head  of  this  department  in  a  district  is  the  Superintend- 
ent, who  is  responsible  for  the  whole  department ;  and  as  its  head,  he 
is  supposed  to  maintain  a  position  in  society  equal  to  the  rank  he 
holds ;  but  his  small  salary  and  the  heavy  travelling  expenses  incurred 
render  his  holding  such  a  position  quite  out  of  the  question. 


9.— MADRAS  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  Qoolam  Mowlah. 

Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  Snd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,415-6-1. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-5-3. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  7,302. 
Per-centage  of  success,  94  275. 

This  district  comprises  six  talooks,  with  an  area  of  2,786  square  miles, 
and  an  estimated  population  of  8,04,283. 

I  here  beg  to  state  that  the  work  done  has  not  been  as  satisfactory 
as  was  at  fii'st  expected,  though  there  was  an  increase  of  5,5()8. 

Many  are  still  unprotected  by  vaccination  ;  although  I  made  the  utmost 
endeavours  to  diffuse  the  blessings  so  freely  offered  by  Government,  and 
even  seeking  the  co-operation  of  the  local  authorities  to  advance  the 
scheme,  I  regret  to  state  that  great  diflSculties  were  experienced  in 
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overcoming  the  prejudices,  ignorance,  and  indifference  with  which  the 
mass  of  the  people  regard  vaccination.  Often  have  I  induced  families 
to  get  vaccinated,  bub  on  the  arrival  of  a  Vaccinator,  they  put  off  the 
operation  to  a  never-to-come  convenient  day. 

Small-pox  showed  itself  in  the  Town  of  Strepermatoor^and  I  was  fortu- 
nate in  suppressing  the  disease  before  it  could  spread  to  any  extent, 
by  vaccinating  the  unprotected  who  lived  adjacent  to  the  persons  suf- 
fering from  the  disease.  Great  difficulties  were  experienced  in  inducing 
the  people  to  get  vaccinated.  I  am  unable  to  desciibe  the  opposition 
met  with.  A  panic  seized  the  people  :  most  of  the  Hindus  stated  that 
it  was  an  established  custom,  whenever  an  epidemic  of  that  nature  seized 
the  people,  never  to  suffer  their  children  to  be  operated  on.  All  my 
efforts  and  persuasions  to  shake  their  superstitious  resolution  were 
useless.  They  said  that  they  fully  appreciated  vaccination,  and  would 
gladly  avail  themselves  of  it  when  the  epidemic  ceased;  but  on  its 
cessation,  they  said  that  their  children  were  too  young,  and  would  wait 
till  they  grew  up  to  get  them  vaccinated.  Most  of  the  ignorant  people 
beKeve  that  small-pox  is  a  visitation  of  one  of  the  Deities,  and  as  their 
Gooroos  or  Pundits  encourage  these  superstitions,  they  object  to  vacci- 
nation from  fear  of  incurring  the  displeasure  of  the  Deity,  lest  it  should 
bring  on  the  disease  in  all  its  virulance  and  malignity.  When  the  recess 
approached  I  made  preparations  to  establish  my  head-quarters  at 
Chingleput,  and  distributed  the  Vaccinators  as  usual  over  the  district 
with  instructions  to  keep  up  sufficient  lymphin  their  respective  stations. 
The  localities  where  each  had  been  posted  were  published  in  the  District 
Gazette.  Dui-ing  this  season  I  frequently  visited  the  Civil  Surgeon 
and  produced  many  vaccinated  children  for  his  inspection,  who  always 
pronounced  the  vesicles  perfect.  On  the  opening  of  the  field  season 
intimation  of  our  movements  was  published  in  the  local  papers,  inviting 
the  people  to  take  advantage  of  our  appearance.  The  head-quarters 
was  established  at  Madranticum.  We  here  chiefly  confined  ourselves 
to  the  lower  classes  of  the  Hindus  who  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  supply  us 
with  lymph-subjects  for  arm-to-arm  operations.  The  Brahmins  and  other 
classes  who  are  said  to  be  enlightened  among  the  Hindus  were  agaiust 
vaccination.  Only  a  few  consented,  and  when  operated  on,  objected  to 
lymph  being  taken  from  them.  The  Tahsildar  of  this  locality  was  good 
enough  to  furnish  the  Vaccinators  with  Takeeds  requiring  the  Village 
Officials  to  render  them  assistance  ;  but  these  were  useless,  as  many  of 
the  Native  Officials  themselves  objected  to  our  practice,  stating  that  it 
gave  much  trouble  to  their  children,  causing  fevers,  &c.  I  removed  to 
Atchervaukam  next,  where  no  great  obstructions  were  met  with,  and 
many  understood  the  benefits  of  vaccination.  I  was  asked  to  send 
Vaccinators  to  several  villages  around  where  small-pox  prevailed, 
which  was  principally  confined  to  the  lowest  classes  who  inhabit  close 
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and  unhealthy  parts  of  the  viEage.  I  frequently  visited  such  places  and 
vaccinated  many  who  lived  contiguous  to  persons  suffering  from  small- 
pox. The  disease  was  introduced  by  a  wandering  gang  of  Coravers. 
I  next  went  to  Seyoor,  where  vaccination  was  pretty  fairly  received  by 
the  people,  and  from  thence  I  went  to  Soonambut,  a  small  Zemindary. 
The  Zemindars  assisted  us,  and  many  of  the  villagers  were  vaccinated. 
Most  of  the  people  here  really  appreciated  our  labours,  and  when  the 
work  was  over,  I  went  to  Ponnery,  where  vaccination  was  not  very  freely 
adopted.  All  our  endeavours  failed,  for  the  people  are  very  ignorant 
and  superstitious.  I  often  lectured  to  them  on  the  benefits  of  vaccina- 
tion, and  the  people  put  me  many  interesting  questions  on  that  subject. 
The  vesicles  are  frequently  found  in  a  state  of  ulceration  from 
the  application  of  a  paste  made  froui  Neein  leaves  and  turmeric,  which 
they  say  is  a  practice  handed  down  from  time  immemorial  for  small-pox, 
and  they  cannot  be  induced  to  give  it  up,  as  they  believe  that  vaccina- 
tion is  a  form  of  small-pox.  Females  are  more  difficult  to  deal  with  than 
males,  and  the  encouragement  of  female  education  is  necessary  to  break 
through  much  of  the  ignorance  and  superstition  that  now  prevail 
among  the  Natives.  The  use  of  fresh  arm  lymph  is  more  successful 
than  any  other  kind  ;  but  parents  will  not  allow  their  children  to  be 
taken  to  other  villages  without  receiving  batta.  Should  the  Village 
Oflficials  make  it  their  duty  to  encourage  the  parents  to  permit  their 
children  to  accompany  us,  much  will  be  gained  for  vaccination.  From 
the  want  of  a  peon  the  ofl&ce  work  is  performed  with  the  greatest 
difficulty,  and  I  am  often  made  to  walk  long  distances  to  post  letters. 
I  most  humbly  beg  that  a  peon  be  attached  to  each  district  on  a  salary 
of  Rupees  6  per  mensem.  Besides  the  assistance  he  would  render  the 
Vaccinators  in  their  work,  he  could  attend  to  the  menial  duties  of  the 
office,  and  I  most  humbly  beg  that  the  subject  be  properly  represented 
to  Government  to  obtain  the  necessary  permission.

Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  5,484, 
Per-centage  of  success,  88' 183, 

This  town  comprises  four  divisions,  with  an  area  of  twenty-seven 
square  miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  4,50,000. 

From  the  following  Tabular  Statement  it  will  bo  observed  that  there 
is  a  large  decrease  of  5,G5G  operations,  chiefly  occasioned  by  the  late 
Superintendent,  who  was  detected  in  falsifying  Returns  and  was  taken 
before  a  Magistrate  and  punished  with  simple  imprisonment  and  a  fine 
of  Rupees  20,  which  led  to  the  entire  removal  of  the  staff  of  Vaccinators 
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and  the  joining  of  others,  which  hxtter  being  new  to  the  place,  it  took 
some  time  for  them  to  settle  down  and  work  satisfactorily.  A  few 
sporadic  cases  of  small-pox  are  said  to  have  occurred  here  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  cases  vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age  was  1,079, 
of  which  956  were  successful : —

As  shown  in  the  following  Tabular  Statement,  a  decrease  of  468 
operations  has  occurred,  owing  to  the  entire  change  in  the  staff  in 
consequence  of  the  misconduct,  imprisonment,  and  dismissal  of  the  late 
Superintendent  and  some  of  the  Vaccinators.  I  assumed  charge  of  the 
Depot  on  the  18th  December  1869  :—

The  average  number  of  persons  vaccinated  daily  was  13-2,  and  there 
was  an  average  daily  issue  of  rice  to  43-5  persons.  On  the  whole  1,326 
Mercalls  and  eight  Seers  were  expended,  amounting  in  value  to  Rupees 
1,759-9-8.  The  number  of  charges  of  lymph  supplied  to  Medical  and 
other  Officers  is  represented  in  the  following  Tabular  Statement :

Eighty-nine  subjects  were  sent  out  to  supply  vaccine  lymph  to  Medi- 
cal and  other  Officers  during  the  past  year.  422  Vaccination  Certificates 
were  granted  to  students  going  up  to  the  Madras  University  and  other 
Examinations. 

The  Vaccine  Depot  building  requires  some  slight  repairs,  more  espe- 
cially to  the  back  verandah,  the  re-placement  of  the  tiles  of  the  roof, 
with  general  cleansing  all  over. 


10.— MADURA  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  M.  Aroomoogam  Pillay. 

Establishment,  five  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
One  1st  and  one  2nd-class  Vaccinators  for  special  duty  on  the  Pulney 
Hills. 

Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,444-9-7. 
^'alue  of  each  case  vaccinated.  Rupees  0-3-10. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  10,927. 
Per-centage  of  success,  91"708. 

This  district  comprises  six  talooks,  with  an  area  of  4,882  square  miles, 
and  an  estimated  population  of  1,146,711. 

I  took  charge  of  this  district  from  0.  Cundasawmy  Reddiar  on  the 
21st  September.  There  were  then  two  vacancies  in  the  stafi"  of  Vacci- 
nators. From  the  short  charge  I  had  I  can  give  no  large  account  of  the 
work  done  throughout  the  year.  I  understand  from  the  records  that 
my  predecessor  had  been  working  in  portions  of  two  or  three  talooks, 
and  I  began  my  work  in  Madura,  Dindigul,  Pereakolum,  and  a  very 
small  part  of  Theroomungalum  Talooks.  There  was  much  rain  during 
the  year,  and  many  were  attacked  with  the  fever,  retarding  our  work  to 
Si  great  extent. 

The  Collector  of  the  District  kindly  explained  to  the  Village  Munsifis 
the  benefits  of  vaccination,  and  this  timely  aid  did  us  much  good,  for 
which,  1  beg  to  tender  my  thanks  to  that  gentleman. 

In  several  places  some  people  refuse  vaccination,  saying  they  are 
bound  by  their  caste  not  to  get  vaccinated,  as  such  a  deed  will  displease 
their  gods.  Thus  they  deliberately  allow  their  children  to  be  attacked 
by  small-pox,  although  there  is  a  preventative  in  vaccination.  I  am 
sorry  there  should  be  no  systematic  arrangement  or  rule  compelling 
the  people  to  get  vaccinated.  If  this  be  arranged,  there  is  every 
possibility  that  all  the  people  would  come  under  its  protection.  The 
people  hate  vaccination  and  create  disturbances,  thus  discouraging  and 
disheartening  the  staff,  and  I  think  that  a  Legislative  enactment  can 
alone  remedy  this  evil. 
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11.— MALABAR  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  P.  ChendoOj  officiating.

Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,391-1-0. 
Value  of  eacL.  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-4-0. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  9j376. 
Per-centage  of  success^  87" 745. 

This  district  comprises  ten  talooks,  with  an  area  of  6,258  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,845,803. 

The  following  Return  shows  the  number  of  operations  performed 
during  the  year  under  review.  Owing  to  the  non-completion  of  the 
staff  for  more  than  ten  months,  the  numbers  vaccinated  show  a 
decrease  : — >

The  whole  of  the  staff  was  only  employed  in  Malabar.  Of  the  9,376 
operations^  8,227  proved  successful,  and  1,149  failed ;  of  the  latter  the 
result  of  702  operations  is  not  known.  There  are  neither  streets  nor 
crowded  houses  in  Malabar  as  in  other  districts.  The  houses  being 
far  from  each  other,  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  conducting  the 
vaccine  operations.  Although  the  Revenue  Officers  give  strict  orders 
to  the  Adhigaries  of  several  Amshoms,  no  attention  is  paid  nor  interest 
taken  in  spreading  vaccination.  These  can  easily  let  the  inhabitants 
of  the  several  Amshoms  know  the  real  benefit  of  vaccination,  if  they  can 
be  persuaded  to  do  so ;  otherwise  vaccination  can  make  no  very  great 
progress  in  this  district.  During  the  year  small-pox  prevailed  in  the 
town  of  Tanner,  of  Ponany  Talook,  but  it  was  immediately  stopped  by 
the  exertions  of  the  Vaccinators  deputed  forthwith  to  that  place. 

The  number  of  subjects  opera,ted  on  under  one  year  of  age  was  109. 
This  small  number  is  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  the  people  of  this 
district  do  not  get  their  children  of  tender  age  vaccinated.  Batta  to 
the  extent  of  eleven  annas  was  expended  to  encourage  subjects  to 
accompany  the  Vaccinators  to  supply  fresh  lymph. 


12.  -NELL0RE  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  Mr.  A  Stewart. 

Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,274-9-7. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-2-7. 
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Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  13,789. 
Per-centagc  of  success,  97'947- 

This  district  comprises  nine  talooks,  with  an  area  of  4,546  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  7,55,305. 

Of  the  whole  vaccinated,  13,505  were  successful  and  283  failed. 
Comparing  the  number  vaccinated  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  there 
is  an  increase  of  8,156  operations, 

I  took  charge  of  this  district  on  the  22nd  June,  at  Nellore,  from 
Ist-class  Vaccinator  C.A.Ramasawmy,  and  it  being  then  the  recess  period, 
I  remained  there  till  the  11th  July,  when  I  removed  my  head-quarters 
to  Sulurpett  Division  in  the  Gudur  Talook .  In  August  I  sent  one  Vac- 
cinator to  MinagoUoo  and  the  surrounding  villages,  where  small-pox 
was  then  prevalent.  In  September  the  Tahsildar  made  another  request 
to  send  a  Vaccinator  to  KotapuUy  and  its  suburbs  for  the  same  purpose, 
which  was  complied  with  without  delay.  The  Vaccinator  employed  at 
Minagolloo  and  its  environs  operated  on  241  children,  and  the  one  in 
Khotapully  vaccinated  seventy-two.  These  two  Vaccinators  are  at 
present  working  in  Korathoor  and  Kothapallium  respectively,  where 
small-pox  exists.  This  disease  also  prevailed  to  a  certain  extent  in 
several  of  the  villages  of  Nellore  Talook.  Three  cases  of  small-pox  after 
successful  vaccination  came  under  my  notice,  of  which  one  child  died 
thirteen  days  after  the  operation.  The  obstructions  to  the  spread  of 
vaccination  may  be  summed  up  in  a  few  words,  viz.,  obstinacy,  indiffer- 
ence, ignorance,  and  carelessness.  The  lymph  has  kept  good  through- 
out the  year.  No  money  was  given  as  batta  to  mothers  of  children  who 
have  supplied  fresh  vaccine  lymph.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  record- 
ing my  great  satisfaction  with  the  conduct  of  all  the  Vaccinators  work- 
ing with  me  :  they  are  willing  and  hardworking  men.  Owing  to  the 
short  time  that  I  have  held  charge  of  this  district,  I  am  unable  to 
give  a  full  account  of  the  vaccination  carried  on  in  it.  I  am  constantly 
travelling,  and  inspect  each  village  as  I  go,  stimulating  the  people  to 
concur  in  our  opinion,  and  to  see  for  themselves  the  prophylactic  pro- 
perties of  vaccination. 


13.— NORTH  ARGOT  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  C.  Seetharamiah. 

Establishment,  four  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,190-4-9. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-2-4. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  14,869. 
Per-centage  of  success,  95*406. 

This  district  comprises  nine  talooks,  with  an  area  of  3,959  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,181,807.  I  took  charge  of  this 
office  last  April,  at  the  commencement  of  the  recess,  consequently  my 
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report  cannot  comprise  all  the  particulars  that  have  taken  place 
throughout  the  year.  When  the  recess  was  over,  I  shifted  head-quar- 
ters from  place  to  place,  inspecting  the  work  of  the  Vaccinators. 
During  my  charge  the  staff  varied  from  five  to  nine  in  number,  thus  it 
was  never  complete,  the  sanctioned  number  for  each  district  being 
eleven.  On  my  tour  I  observed  that  the  Natives,  and  especially  those 
of  the  agricultural  classes  residing  in  the  borders  of  the  jungle  tracts, 
never  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  vaccination,  and  make 
frivolous  excuses  to  shirk  it,  although  they  are  subject  to  frequent 
attacks  of  small-pox  on  account  of  their  insalubrious  climate.  From 
personal  inquii'ies  which  I  made  while  itinerating,  I  found  that 
small-pox  was  prevalent  in  many  of  the  villages,  though  the  mortality 
was  not  great. 

The  number  of  subjects  vaccinated  under  one  year  was  2,720. 

No  instances  of  small-pox  after  successful  vaccination  came  under 
my  notice  during  my  incumbency  both  in  the  Vizagapatam  and  North 
Arcot  Districts. 

The  conduct  of  the  Vaccinators  on  the  whole  was  good.  I  personally 
witnessed  the  good  temper  and  firmness  with  which  they  met  the  rude 
repulses  of  the  ryots. 

The  lymph  has  remained  good  during  the  year.  On  my  arrival  here, 
I  found  none  of  the  Zemindars,  except  that  of  Poonganoor,  employing  a 
Vaccinator  for  his  Estate,  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  report 
that  the  Zemindai-s  of  Carvettinugger  and  Bungaroopalim  (minor 
Zemindaries)  consented  to  employ  one  Vaccinator  each  on  their  respec- 
tive Estates  on  salaries  of  Rupees  10  per  mensem.  The  Jaghiredar  of 
Arnee  is  the  only  one  who  does  not  employ  a  Vaccinator  on  his  Estate 
at  his  own  cost.  The  present  system  of  conducting  operations  will 
best  attract  the  attention  of  the  people  to  the  benefits  derivable  from 
Vaccination,  and  give  them  the  greatest  interest  in  its  extension. 


14.— SALEM  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  Syed  Abdul  Aziz. 

Establishment,  five  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators.  One 

Ist-class  Vaccinator  for  special  employ  on  the  Shervaroy  Hills. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,661-4-1. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated.  Rupees  0-6-1. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  9,685. 
Per-centage  of  success,  90 '583. 

This  district  comprises  nine  talooks,  with  an  area  of  7,604  square 
■miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,619,233. 
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Comparing  the  number  of  operations  of  this  year  with  that  of  the 
last,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  7,38G  cases,  for  which  no  explanation 
was  given  by  my  predecessor.  As  I  assumed  charge  in  November 
18G9,  I  think  that  the  decrease  was  due  to  the  numbers  of  the  previous 
year  including  the  work  in  a  larger  portion  of  land  under  the  old  sys- 
tem of  Circles,  and  in  the  loss  of  time  in  training  the  new  Vaccina- 
tors, as  many  transfers  and  dismissals  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
opposition  to  vaccination  is  here  due  to  religious  prejudices,  misappre- 
hensions, and  fear  or  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  villagers  in  refusing 
vaccination.  These  hindrances  can  only  be  overcome  by  the  patience 
and  perseverance  of  Vaccinators  in  explaining  to  the  people  fche  benefits 
of  vaccination.  Vaccination  should  also  be  made  compulsory  as  in  Eng- 
land ;  as  most  of  the  people  are  well  aware  of  the  blessings  of  vaccina- 
tion, but  are  still  indifferent  to  its  advantages.  Having  observed  the 
troubles  and  inconveniences  of  the  staff,  1  would  beg  to  suggest  a 
small  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 

Nothing  irregular  was  observed  in  the  progress  of  the  vaccine  disease, 
and  no  ill-effects  resulted  from  vaccination.  2,175  subjects  under  one 
year  of  age  were  vaccinated,  of  which  1,992  were  successful.  There 
were  no  instances  of  small-pox  after  unmistakeable  vaccination.  The 
conduct  of  the  staff,  on  the  whole,  was  good. 


15.— SOUTH  ARCOT  DISTRICT. 

Superintendent,  M.  Ramasawmy,  No.  521,  Hospital  Assistant. 
Establishment,  four  1st  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,426-12-5. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated.  Rupees  0-2-6. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  15,064. 
Per-centage  of  success,  91"390. 

This  district  comprises  eight  talooks,  with  an  area  of  4,779  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,222,803. 

The  total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year  was  15,064,  of  which 
13,767  were  successful.  Vaccination  has  been  carried  on  satisfactorily 
in  this  district,  and  the  lymph  was  good  throughout,  the  vesicles 
being  good  and  of  normal  size.  The  cicatrices  were  usually  large, 
and  when  the  scab  dropped  off  at  the  usual  period,  a  depressed 
mark  was  left.  Obstructions  to  vaccination  vary  at  different  parts 
of  the  district,  besides  the  general  ones  about  custom,  caste,  and 
religious  prejudices.  Arm-to-arm  operations  are  difficult  to  be  carried 
on  to  any  great  extent,  as  the  people  refuse  the  lymph  from  the 
arms  of  their  children,  and  to  take  this  is  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  a  Vaccinator,  and  also  unpleasant,  as  he  is  sadly  abused 
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for  his  pains.  lb  is  tlierefore  absolutely  necessary  that  the  giving 
of  a  small  quantity  of  lymph  from  successful  subjects  should  be  made 
legal.  In  places,  far  removed  from  cusbah  stations,  the  people  do 
not  and  will  not  understand  the  benefits  of  vaccination.  Observa- 
tion and  inquiry  on  their  part,  and  unflagging  zeal  on  the  part  of  the 
staff  will  ere  long  induce  its  general  adoption.  In  Hill  Tracts  it 
appears  that  inoculation  is  practised.  When  the  Vaccinators  go  there 
the  people  decline  undergoing  the  operation,  fearing  that  small-pox 
will  prevail  if  it  be  adopted.  They  are  not  in  a  position  to  understand 
the  difference  between  vaccination  and  inoculation,  even  when  it  is 
explained  to  them.  Last  March,  at  the  request  of  the  Collector,  I  visited 
a  few  villages  and  sent  some  Vaccinators  towards  the  Hill  Tracts  of 
Trinomalay  Talook.  Our  efforts  there  were  of  little  use.  One  of  these 
Vaccinators  ascertained  from  local  inquiry  and  informed  me  that 
inoculation  was  generally  practised  in  these  parts.  It  appears  that 
some  had  been  inoculated  a  few  months  previous,  and  the  people 
finding  that  the  epidemic  raged,  fled  to  the  hills,  to  which  they  also 
repaired  when  vaccination  was  attempted.  These  circumstances  were 
reported  to  the  Collector.  A  sporadic  small-pox  prevailed,  but  the 
mortality  was  not  great  when  compared  with  that  of  the  previous 
year.  In  January,  March,  and  April  I  was  informed  by  the  Sub-Collec- 
tor, the  Tahsildar  of  Tindevanum,  and  a  Police  Inspector  that  small-pox 
was  prevailing  in  the  Villages  of  Paroomookal,  Porto  Novo,  and 
Valoothavoor,  to  which  places  Vaccinators  were  sent  to  check  tbe 
disease.    The  subjoined  Statement,  prepared  with  reference  to  the 

Eeturns  of  Deaths  published  monthly  in 
the  District  Gazette,  shows  the  deaths  from 
small-pox  in  each  of  the  talooks  during 
1868  and  1869.  In  the  former  year  the 
total  number  of  deaths  from  small-pox 
was]  ,463,andin  1869  it  was  737,  a  reduc- 
tion of  50-3  percent.  It  will  be  observed 
that  there  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  Talooks  of  Tindevanum, 
Trinomalay,  Veloopooram,  and  Trickaloor 
The  comparison  is  shown  in  the  tabular  form,  and  the  fall  in  the  morta- 
lity is  more  than  327  per  cent.  The  above  talooks  were  the  principal 
fields  of  operation  during  the  year,  and  my  attention  having  been  drawn 
from  the  large  number  of  deaths  from  small-pox  during  1868  I  am 
glad  that  my  attention  has  been  rewarded  with  such  success.

As  the  Return  of  deaths  for  December  1869  has  not  come  to  hand, 
the  numbers  given  are  the  average  calculated  on  the  mortality  of  the 
previous  eleven  months.  No  irregularities  were  observed  in  the 
progress  of  the  vaccine  disease,  nor  ill-eflfects  resulting  from  vaccination. 
Instances  of  small-pox  after  unmistakeable  vaccination,  or  vaccination 
on  well  marked  cases  of  previous  small-pox,  have  not  occurred.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  year  the  Vaccinators  were  working  ten  miles 
distant  from  cusbah  Tindevanum,  we  then  removed  to  Gingee,  and 
stayed  there  till  the  end  of  February.  In  the  beginning  of  March  we 
commenced  operations  in  the  Trinomalay  Talook,  and  remained  there 
till  the  close  of  the  month.  Then  followed  the  recess,  when  the  head- 
quarters was  established  at  Cuddalore,  and  the  Vaccinators  were  divided 
into  batches  of  two  or  three  each  and  posted  to  Cuddalore,  Chedumbarum, 
Veloopooram,  and  Trickaloor  Talooks.  At  the  commencement  of  the 
field  season  we  began  work  on  a  different  system.  The  Vaccinators 
were  divided  into  batches,  as  during  the  recess,  and  posted  to  several 
large  villages  in  the  same  or  in  two  or  three  adjoining  talooks.  The 
head-quarters  was  occasionally  removed  to  a  central  spot  and  within 
easy  distances  from  each  group.  The  Vaccinators  were  ordered  to 
work  simultaneously  at  Cuddalore,  Ponugeebandy,  Tenedy,  Veloo- 
pooram, Vanoor,  and  Vikravandy,  and  the  head-quarters  was  suc- 
cessively removed  to  these  places.  I  next  went  to  Trickaloor,  Trimunai- 
nellore,  Elavanasore,  Oolundoorpette,  and  latterly  to  Kullacoorchee^ 
where  we  removed  till  the  beginning  of  December,  and  then  proceeded 
to  Virdachellum,  the  batches  being  made  to  work  there  and  Chedum- 
barum, Kullaooorchee,  where  we  are  now  working.  I  visited  200  villages 
where  children  had  been,  and  were  being  vaccinated,  having  thus 
travelled  over  1,303  miles  and  inspected  1,548  successful  operations. 
My  supervision  was  not  so  extensive  as  I  could  wish,  my  time  being 
fully  occupied  with  keeping  up  correspondence,  copying  letters,  carry- 
ing them  to  the  Post  Office,  making  covers,  &c.,  from  lacking  a  peon. 
I  am  of  opinion  that  a  peon  is  much  needed  ;  for,  half  of  the  work  taken 
up  by  his  duties  will  be  thus  saved,  and  better  work  will  be  done  in 
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every  way,  both  in  the  supervision  and  in  the  attention  of  the  minor 
things  above-mentioned . 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  offer  my  thanks  to  C.  Sri  Baliah,  Deputy 
Collector,  to  whom  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  the  valuable  assistance  he 
rendered  in  the  cause  of  vaccination — losing  no  opportunity  in  drawing 
the  attention  of  the  people  to  the  grave  mistake  in  slipping  the  gratui- 
tous opportunities  afforded  by  vaccination. 


16._S0UTH  CANARA  DISTRICT. 

Superintendent,  P.  A.  Mausilla  Pillay,  No.  714,  Hospital  Assistant. 

Establishment,  five  Ist-class  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 

One  Ist-class  Vaccinator  for  special  employ  in  the  Amindivi  Islands. 

Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,605-4-2. 

Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-4-8. 

Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  8,888. 

Per-centage  of  success,  96"399. 

This  district  comprises  five  talooks,  with  an  area  of  4,206  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  8,39,688. 

During  this  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  5^1 57  operations. 

The  lymph  has  been  good,  but  we  labour  under  an  insufiicient  supply. 
I  may  say  with  truth  that  this  is  the  only  obstacle  in  the  way  of  an 
extensive  spread  of  vaccination  in  this  district  worth -paying  attention 
to.  In  my  humble  opinion  nothing  short  of  Legislative  interference  on 
the  part  of  authorities  can  meet  and  overcome  this  difficulty.  The 
intelligent,  v?ell-to-do  classes  are  much  in  our  w^ay,  and  they  all  receive 
the  benefits  of  vaccination  as  a  matter  of  right  without  incurring,  in  the 
majority  of  instances,  a  farthing's  expense,  and  in  return,  they  not  only 
disallow  any  virus  to  be  taken  from  the  arms  of  the  children,  but  very 
often  prevent  our  taking  lymph  from  the  arms  of  the  children  belong- 
ing to  their  servants  or  poorer  relations.  How  long,  under  the  present 
circumstances,  the  department  will  be  able  to  cope  successfully  in  spite 
of  this  difficulty,  it  would  be  vain  for  me  to  say.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  poorer  classes  have  long  entertained  the  belief  that  the  Government 
peimits  the  forcible  taking  of  lymph  from  a  successfully  vaccinated  child, 
and  it  is  this  belief  that  enables  us  to  obtain  fresh  lymph,  which 
delusion,  if  once  dispelled,  will,  I  need  not  say,  bring  vaccination  to  a 
stand-still,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  for  the  poor  to  follow  the 
example  of  the  rich,  while  to  argue  with  them  is  useless,  for  they  will 
not  be  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  supplying  lymph  and  of  the  harm- 
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lessness  of  the  operation  ;  nor  are  they  at  all  to  Llame  for  this,  seeing 
that  the  educated  and  intelligent  also  object  to  it.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  make  this  legal,  and  it  cannot  be  done  too  soon.  The 
present  system  of  itineration  affords  the  best  opportunities  for  a  fair 
spread  of  vaccination  and  its  being  impressed  on  the  people ;  for  reports 
of  our  visits  are  carried  far  and  wide,  to  enable  those  who  are  willing  to 
undergo  the  operation,  besides  having  the  advantage  of  a  better  super- 
vision. 198  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  vaccinated.  A  strong 
repugnance  to  get  children  operated  on  exists  here.  No  case  of  small- 
pox after  successful  vaccination  has  come  under  my  notice. 

The  conduct  of  the  staff,  on  the  whole,  was  good.  To  encourage 
parents  to  accompany  the  Vaccinators  with  their  children,  batta  to  the 
amount  of  Rupees  ,4-1-6  was  given.  This  enabled  us  to  keep  up  a 
constant  supply  of  lymph,  for  arm-to-arm  operations  are  invariably 
attended  with  success.    The  instrument  in  use  is  the  needle. 


17.— TANJOEE  DISTRICT. 

Superintendent,  C.  Aroomoogum  Chetty. 
Establishment,  four  1st  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,373-1-0. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-2-9. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  13,650. 
Per-centage  of  success,  97'992. 

This  district  comprises  nine  talooks,  with  an  area  of  3,735  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,731,703. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  8,095  operations, 
this  was  due  to  the  following  causes : — 1  st,  the  last  year's  Report 
comprised  the  work  of  twenty-one  Vaccinators,  whilst  this  embraces 
the  work  of  fifteen ;  2nd,  there  were  several  changes  in  the  staff  from 
deaths,  resignations,  transfers,  and  constant  vacancies  for  more  than  half 
the  year,  as  will  be  seen  fromiihe  several  monthly  Returns;  that  the 
results  were  very  bad  compared  with  those  of  the  five  preceding 
months,  when  the  staff  was  complete.  I  have  nothing  to  notice  besides 
the  obstructions  recorded  in  my  last  year's  Report ;  but  they  have 
gradually  subsided  in  most  parts  of  the  district,  by  patiently  explain- 
ing its  benefits  and  then  observing  it  themselves.  I  heard  of  no  small- 
pox in  this  district.  Under  the  present  organization  of  the  department, 
and  from  my  experience  in  it,  my  belief  is,  that  vaccination  should  be 
compulsory.    I  noticed  no  irregularities  in  the  progress  of  the  vaccine

disease,  nor  ill-effects  resulting  from  vaccination.  The  number  of 
subjects  vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age  was  1,754.  No  instances  of 
smaU-pox  after  unmistakeable  vaccination,  or  after  well-marked  cases 
of  previous  small-pox,  came  under  my  observation.  The  lymph  was 
good  throughout  the  year.  It  never  failed  in  any  locality  either  from 
atmospheric  or  climatic  influences  ;  but  I  am  doubtful  whether  in 
future  it  will  not  gradually  lose  its  present  character,  if  the  practice 
of  giving  batta  to  mothers  be  discontinued,  as  in  some  cases  it  is  very 
hard  to  get  vaccinated  children  to  follow  us  to  distant  villages,  and 
whenever  the  head-quarters  is  changed  we  are  unable  to  carry  on 
arm-to-arm  operations.  The  conduct  of  the  Vaccinators  has  been 
generally  good ;  they  have  been  willing,  hardworking,  and  active  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  manifested  a  desire  to  obey  me,  and 
to  give  every  satisfaction.  It  is  hard  on  the  Vaccinators,  and  especially 
those  of  the  2nd  class,  to  vegetate  on  10  rupees,  besides  paying  their 
travelling  expenses. 


18.— TINNEVELLY  DISTRICT. 

Superintendent,  0.  Cundasawmy  Eeddi. 

Establishment,  four  1st  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 

Cost  of  Establishment,  Eupees  2,313-7-7. 

Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Rupees  0-4-1. 

Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  8,851. 

Per-centage  of  success,  89  910. 

This  district  comprises  nine  talooks,  with  an  area  of  3,810  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  15,18,489. 

There  is  an  increase  of  1, 371  operations.  Prejudice  against  vaccination 
generally  exists  in  this  district  through  gross  superstition  and  ignorance, 
but  partly  by  good  advice  and  soft  persuasions  and  partly  by  the  interest 
taken  by  the  TahsHdarsand  Deputy  Tahsildars,  as  well  as  by  the  assist- 
ance rendered  by  the  Village  authorities  it  has  been  overcome.  The 
Talook  of  Ambasamoodrumis  verylarge,having  formerly  consisted  of  two 
talooks ;  on  this  account,  and  from  its  large  villages,  it  took  a  longer  time 
to  finish  the  work  here ;  and  even  then  there  were  but  few  who  appre- 
ciated it  and  were  operated  on.  In  conducting  vaccination  I  experi- 
enced much  resistance  from  the  "Lubbays,"  who  say  that  vaccination 
is  contrary  to  their  religion.  A  case  of  resistance  took  place  at  Mulapa- 
layam,  where  I  was  not  present  when  the  opposition  was  offered.  This 
was  overcome  by  the  aid  of  the  District  Magistrate  and  ViUage  Munsiff. 
The  latter  is  an  energetic  official,  and  his  timely  aid  was  of  much 
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assistance  to  the  cause  of  vaccination.  It  will  be  well  if  they  adopt 
strict  measures.  Small-pox  was  prevalent  in  the  Talooks  of  Tenkasee, 
Tenkara,  and  Satoor,  to  which  places  Vaccinators  were  sent.  The  cause 
of  vaccination  would  be  greatly  promoted  if  a  treatise  on  that  subject 
be  printed  in  the  Vernaculars  of  the  district  and  distributed,  while 
inoculation  by  matter  taken  from  small-pox  should  be  rendered  penal. 
No  irregularities  in  the  vaccine  disease  were  observed,  nor  have  any 
ill-effects  arisen  from  vaccination  in  this  district.  The  number  of 
subjects  vaccinated  under  one  year  was  1,351.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Vaccinators  who  have  just  joined,  the  conduct  of  the  staff  was  good  ; 
the  Vaccinators  being  regular  and  hardworking  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 


19.— TRICHINOPOLY  DISTRICT. 
Superintendent,  Mr.  E.  J.  Good. 

Establishment,  four  1  st  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,385-14-11. 
Cost  of  each  case  vaccinated.  Rupees  0-4-11. 
Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  7,668. 
Per-centage  of  success,  95-813. 

This  district  consists  of  five  talooks,  with  an  area  of  3,.'565  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  1,006,826. 

I  am  sorry  I  cannot  contrast  this  Return  with  the  preceding  one, 
which  embodied  the  operations  of  only  four  months,  being  the  time 
from  which  I  took  charge.  In  January  I  and  my  staff  began  work  in 
the  Trichinopoly  Talook.  In  May  an  additional  2nd-class  Vaccinator 
gave  me  my  full  complement  of  eleven  Vaccinators,  till  the  end  of 
August  when  it  was  reduced  to  nine,  and  subsequently  to  eight. 
I  stayed  three  months  in  the  Trichinopoly  Talook  and  then  pi-oceeded  to 
Kulitalay,  Moosery,  Perambalore,  Laulgoody,  and  Woodiarpallium,  into 
which  the  staff  was  distributed  during  the  recess.  On  beginning  work 
in  July,  the  Trichinopoly  Talook  was  again  taken  up,  and  in  October  we 
went  to  Woodiarpallium,  where  we  worked  till  the  close  of  the  year. 

No  money  was  expended  as  batta  to  mothers  for  supplying  lymph.  I  am 
not  aware  of  the  existence  of  any  hinderance  to  the  sjiread  of  vaccination, 
but  I  found  that  most  of  the  people  we  dealt  with  were  apathetic  and 
ignorant  of  its  advantages,  owing  probably  to  the  absence  of  small-pox  for 
some  years  in  this  district.  The  intelligent,  well-to-do  class  of  Natives 
receive  it  freely,  but  object  to  lymph  being  taken  from  the  arms  of  their 
children  or  poor  neighbours.    This  is  a  great  obstacle  to  cope  with,  as  it 
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interferes  veiy  seriously  with  the  daily  keeping  up  of  vaccination.  The 
people  are  often  too  ignoi'ant  to  impress  on  them  the  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  it,  and  whilst  the  village  heads  are  eager  to  render  every 
assistance,  such  good  intentions  are  frustrated  by  the  indifi'erence  of  the 
people.  What  is  now  performed  is  permitted  under  the  belief  that  it  is 
the  desire  of  Government,  and  that  it  cannot  be  avoided.  I  am  there- 
fore of  opinion  that  nothing  short  of  Legislative  interference  can  over- 
come this  difficulty,  and  much  of  the  time,  which  is  now  spent  in  coaxing 
the  people,  would  be  thereby  saved.  The  prevalence  of  small-pox  in 
this  district  has  not  been  great ;  there  have  been  but  few  cases  confined 
only  to  two  talooks,  Moosery  and  Woodiai'pallium.  I  would  beg  to 
suggest  the  appointment  of  peons  to  the  department,  chiefly  with  the 
view  of  aiding  the  Vaccinators  in  procviring  children  from  the  different 
villages.  I  think  this  deserves  special  attention,  and  will  be  glad  to  see 
it  meet  with  approval.  No  ill-effects  nor  irregularities  were  observed 
during  the  progress  of  the  vaccine  disease.  The  number  of  subjects 
vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age  was  1,224.  No  instances  of  small-pox 
after  successful  vaccination,  or  vaccination  on  previous  small-pox,  came 
under  my  notice.  Cholera  prevailed  with  some  severity  during  October, 
November,  and  December,  and  the  mortality  from  its  effects  was  great. 


20.— VIZAGAPATAM  DISTRICT; 

Superintendent,  Chinnasawmy  Pillay. 

Establishment,  four  1st  and  seven  2nd-class  Vaccinators. 

Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  2,351-9-6. 

Value  of  each  case  vaccinated,  Eupees  0-9-2. 

Total  number  vaccinated  during  the  year,  4,075. 

Per-centage  of  success,  84-934. 

The  district  comprises  three  talooks,  with  an  area  of  3,622  square 
miles,  and  an  estimated  population  of  3,16,804. 

The  Return  shows  an  increase  of  3,043  cases.  I  and  my  staff  have 
completed  the  work  in  many  parts  of  Sarvasidi,  Golcondah,  Nursipatam, 
Condakula,  Copimcotali,  Varatela,  Anakapully,  NuckapuUy,  Godichule, 
Coppaka,  Gidatoor,  Paikarapita,  Royavarum,  Yellamanchilli,  Byarum, 
and  Vizagapatam  Talooks.  The  greatest  obstruction  was  met  with  in 
Nuckapully  and  its  suburbs,  which  was  overcome  by  the  kind  assistance 
of  H.  Sewell,  Esquiro,PrincipalAssistantCollector,  and  by  the  Magistrates 
of  Sarvasidi  and  Golcondah  Talooks,  who  cautioned  and  issued  strict 
takeeds  to  the  heads  of  the  villages  to  promote  vaccination.  In  several 
of  the  villages  of  Nuckapully  the  people  refused  the  operation,  though 
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the  advantages  were  explained  to  them.  The  villagers  were  rude, 
obstinate,  and  ignorant.  The  Principal  Assistant  Collecter  gave  me 
every  assistance,  and  if  we  received  the  same  support  from  the  other 
officials  of  the  district,  little  opposition  would  have  been  ofiered.  Small- 
pox has  scarcely  been  known  during  the  year  in  this  district,  except  in 
theNursipatamand  GolcondahTalooks,  where  vaccination  arrested  it,  and 
the  people  were  well  pleased  and  satisfied  with  the  resvdts.  I  humbly 
beg  to  suggest  that,  for  its  effectual  spread,  vaccination  should  be  made 
compulsory  as  in  Europe.  In  the  month  of  May  1869,  dm-ing  the  recess, 
two  deaths  were  reported  as  having  resulted  from  vaccination ;  but  they 
died  from  diarrhoea  and  febris  intermittans  at  Bodapully  and  Varatta. 
The  number  of  subjects  operated  on  under  one  year  of  age  was  577,  and 
I  regi-et  to  state  that  I  had  great  difficulty  in  securing  infants  to  be 
operated  on.  The  virus  is  good,  and  supplies  are  always  at  command 
throughout  the  year,  and  will  be  supplied  to  officers  on  requisition.

VIZAGAPATAM  DISTRICT. 

Superintendent,  N.  Balasoondrum,  No.  645,  Hospital  Assistant. 
Establishment,  six  Ist-class  Vaccinators. 
Cost  of  Establishment,  Rupees  3,113-10-0. 
Value  of  each  case  vaccinated.  Rupees  1-3-7. 
Total  number  vaccinated  duiing  the  year,  2,539. 
Per-centage  of  success,  92  004. 

These  tracts  are  undefined,  and  the  amount  of  population  is  not  known. 
I  beg  to  report  that,  although  several  attempts  were  made  to  render 
vaccination  populai',  I  have  met  with  great  difficulties  and  disappoint- 
ments in  overcoming  their  prejudices  and  in  obtaining  subjects  for 
operation.  They  are  afraid  of  it,  and  their  determined  ignorance  pre- 
vents all  instruction.  When  Vaccinators  approach,  they  flee  to  the  hills 
till  they  are  gone,  still,  we  were  tolerably  successful,  and  there  is  au 
increase  of  6,610  operations.  The  custom  and  ignoi-ance  of  the  people 
are  our  chief  obstacles,  and  the  want  of  interest  in  the  Sub-Magistrates 
adds  to  the  difficulties  contended  against.  The  Magistrate  was  requested 
to  direct  the  Sub-Magistrates  to  give  every  assistance  to  the  Vaccinators 
by  sending  to  the  heads  of  villages  where  we  were,  and  asking  them  to 
persuade  the  people  to  get  vaccinated.  This  was  sanctioned  and  pixb- 
lished  in  the  Diatrict  Gazette,  dated  22nd  May  1869.     Small-pox  was 
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prevalent  in  many  villages  of  Eoyaghada  Talook  in  April  and  May,  and 
on  our  arrival  few  had  escaped  its  visit ;  the  unprotected  were  vacci- 
nated. To  carry  on  vaccination  more  satisfactorily,  and  to  make  it 
more  agreeable  to  the  people,  I  beg  to  suggest  that  inoculation  be 
rendered  penal  and  vaccination  compulsory.  No  irregularities  were 
noticed  during  the  progress  of  the  vaccine  disease.  1,043  cases  under 
one  year  of  age  were  vaccinated,  of  which  916  were  successful.  No  cases 
of  small-pox  after  successful  vaccination,  or  vaccination  on  well  marked 
cases  of  previous  small-pox,  have  occurred.  The  conduct  of  both  the 
Zemindary  and  Government  Vaccinators  was  good.

Proceedings  of  the  Madras  Government. 

Read  the  following  letters  from  the  Inspector-General,  Indian  Medical 

Department : — 

(Here  enter  16th  June  1869  and  16th  August  1870,  Nos.  234  &  199). 


Oeder  theeeoNj  11th  January  1871,  No.  39. 

The  Inspector-General,  Indian  Medical  Department,  submits,  with 
his  letters  above  recorded,  the  Reports  of  the  Vaccine  Department  for 
the  years  1868  and  1869. 

2.  The  Vaccine  Department  having  been  re-organized  in  1868,  and 
being  for  the  first  time  complete  in  1869,  the  Inspector-General  remarks 
that  no  full  or  detailed  comparison  of  the  results  of  these  years  can  be 
instituted  with  those  of  previous  years. 

3.  In  1869  the  revised  establishment  consisted  of — 

1  Superintendent-General, 
23  Superintendents, 
100  First-class  Vaccinators, 
155  Second-class  Vaccinators, 

3  Peons,  and 

1  Sweeper, 

and  the  actual  cost  of  the  establishment  during  the  year  was  Rupees 
71,276. 

4.  A  comparison  of  the  aggregate  number  of  persons  vaccinated  in 

1867  270  749       the  year  1867,  with  1868  and  1869,  shows 

1868  ...  264^696  a  decrease  of  6,053  in  1868,  and  of  14,064 
^^^^    ^^^'^^^       in  1869.    The  decrease  between  1868  and 

1869  is  9,011.  This  decrease  is  attributed  to  a  falling  off  in  the  number 
vaccinated  by  Medical  Subordinates  and  Vaccinators  unconnected  with 
the  Vaccine  Department. 

5.  The  following  comparison  of  the  work  done  by  the  Vaccine 
Department  alone  shows  there  was  a  very  considerable  falling  off  in 
1868,  and  in  1869  there  was  a  slight  improvement  over  1868  :—

7.  The  general  return  of  vaccination  by  the  Medical  Subordinates 
merely  gives  the  sex,  but  it  is  desirable  that  the  return  should  give,  in 
future,  the  caste  also,  as  shown  by  the  Vaccine  Department. 

8.  The  numbers  vaccinated  in  the  several  districts,  excluding  the 

Hill  Tracts,  during  the  years  1868 

4^®|^2  and  1869,  vary  very  considerably.

in  obstructing  the  progress  of  vaccination."    The  attention  of  the 

Collector  of  Kurnool  will  be  drawn  to  these  remarks,  with  a  view  to  his 

adopting  such  measures  as  will  effectually  prevent  the  village  officials 

from  the  course  stated  to  be  followed  by  them. 

9.  The  cost  of  each  operation  varied  in  1868  from  one  anna  and  ten 
pies  in  North  Arcot  to  Rupees  3-8-6  in  the  Hill  Tracts  of  Jeypore- 
In  1869  it  was  two  annas  and  six  pies  in  South  Arcot,  and  Rupees 
1-3-7  iu  Jeypore. 

10.  The  per-centage  of  successful  operations  also  varied  during  the 

years  1867,  1868,  and  1869,  viz.  :—

11  It  is  observed^that  the  Inspector-General,  Indian  Medical  Depart- 
ment, has  called  the  attention  of  Medical  Officers  and  Subordinates  to 
the  falling  off  in  the  number  vaccinated  by  them. 
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1 2.  The  Government  notice  with  satisfaction  the  successful  working 
of  the  Vaccinators  employed  by  Zemindars. 

13.  The  Government  concur  in  the  views  expressed  by  the  Inspector- 
General,  Indian  Medical  Department,  in  his  letter,  dated  the  16th 
August  last,  with  reference  to  Dr.  Shortt's  recommendation  to  render 
vaccination  compulsory,  or  the  alternative  to  enforce  the  complete  isola- 
tion of  every  case  of  small-pox.  They  consider  that  the  time  has  not 
yet  arrived  for  legislation  on  tbis  subject. 

14.  The  Inspector- General  will  be  informed  that  any  recommenda- 
tion he  may  have  to  make  in  respect  to  any  additional  aid,  which  the 
Superintendent- General  may  require  in  the  discharge  of  his  oflBce  work, 
should  be  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  Government  separately. 

15.  The  Government  have  recorded  their  opinion  in  respect  of 
peons  for  the  Vaccine  Department  in  G.  0.,  dated  the  22nd  July  1 868, 
No.  88S.  They  are  not  prepared,  at  present,  to  re-consider  their 
decision.
